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JOHN ROACH’S BAD LUCK 


THE DOLPHIN BREAKING DOWN 
ON HER SECOND TEST, 
GORCED TO ANCHOR AGAIN IN LONG ISLAND 
SOUND WITH AN OVERHEATED CRANK 

PIN—JOHN ROACH STILL HOPEFUL, 


The new dispatch boat Dolphin, which 
so far the Government has declined to take off 
John Roach’s hands, made another failure of it 
yesterday in her second attempt to demon- 
strate that she can do what the contract 
for her construction calls for—show 2,300 col- 
lective indicated horse power for six consecutive 
hours. For the second time her engines proved 
wholly inadequate to the work required and ex- 
pected of them, andashipload of Government 
officers and invited guests was left tossing help- 
lessiy at anchor in the waters of Long Island 
Sound. 


Great things were expected of the Dolphin on 
this trip. Long before she started from John 
Roach’s shipyard in this city, at 9:15  yes- 
terday morning, the 40 men _ supplied 
by Mr. Roach to serve as the crew took 
possession of the vessel, and a large proportion 
of them began shoveling coal into the fur 
maces, with the understanding that there 
was to be no let up in their work fora good 
many hours. Capt. Lewis, of the Mallory Line, 
who was to take charge of the Dolphin as the 
builder’s representative, was also early on hand, 
And with him came Pilot Frank Bell, in whose 
ability to guide the dispatch boat safely through 
all the known and unknown perils of Long 
Island Sound Mr. Roach had great confidence. 

Mr. Bell was the same pilot who braved a 


Tough sea in a small boat when,the Dolphin 
broke down last time, sent the half-starved 
guests provisions enough to last them over 
night, hurried to this city by rail, and sasled 
Sway again in a tug, without waiting for 
sleep, to tow the disabled steamer home. 
Then came Capt. George E. ——P. and 
Commander R. D. Evans, of the United 
States Navy. and Mr. Herman Winters, 
who had been named by Secretary Whit- 
mney as aé_ée special board to supervise 
the trial trip, and to report their observations to 
the Navy Department. Chief Engineers Kier- 
sted, Thomson, and Ziegler, of the Navy, were 
aiso present, under orders to report to Capt. 
Belknap for duty in assisting the board to tind 
out just how much horse power the Doiphin’s 
engines developed. Mr. Henry Steers, a member 
of the Naval Advisory Board which made the 
first trial trip on the dispatch boat, was on 
board, but not in an official capacity. Secretary 
Whitney had avoided naming any member of 
that board as one of the managers of yesterday’s 
trip. Mr. Roach also went with the party. 

The gang plank was pulled to the dock and 
Capt. Lewis ran up to theshiv’s bridge. Capt. 
Belknap, as senior member of the examining 
board, had already stationed himself there. Pilot 
Bell caught hold of the wheel, and Capt. Lewis 
Sang out the first order, ** Let gothat stern line !” 
Atthe same instant the pilot signaled two bells 
to the engineer. and the Dolphin began slowly to 
back out of her berth. There was a deal of 
alternate backing and going ahead before the 
pilot got her into jist the position he wished, 
and then she backed out inte the stream, turned 
her prow toward Heil Gate, and was fairly off on 
the trip in which her builder was so much inter- 
ested. 

For the first hour or so everything worked 
beautifully. With 100 tons of semi-bituminous 
coal in her bunkers the vessel steamed past 
Riker’s Isiand and around College Point 
at a moderate rate of speed, her 
colors fiying and her yellow-painted fun- 
pel pouring forth a volume of black 
smoke that was suggestive of business ahead. 
Passing steamers honored her with the usual 
three-toot whistle salute. The soldiers at Fort 
Schuyler stood on the grassy ramparts and 
waved their capsat her. The engines were work- 
ing fairly wellas the Doiphin ran past Hart's 

sland and came abreast of Execution Light, 
with the broad waters of the open Sound on her 
bows. The sea was smooth and the weather 
splendid. All conditions being so favorable, 
John Roach rubbed his hands gleefully and 
moved around among his guests in asociable 
way. 

From Execution Light the new dispatch boat 
was started off at full speed on her straight- 
away s'x hours’ trial test. She flew along likea 
bird for an hour, varying from 14 to 16 miles an 
hour. The guests and members of the special 
board were all on deck, growing more and more 
cheerful under the influences of the rapid mo- 
tion and bracing salt breeze. 

There were plenty of provisions on board this 
trip. and as the hands of the new clock in the 
cabin passed noon the guests began to think of 
luach,. Jobn Roach was in capital humor, and 
quite ready for it. At 12:25 the guests were 
complimenting Mr. Roach on his work as 
they moved toward the cabin stairway, when 
the speed of the vessel began to slacken very per- 
ceptibly. John Roach noticed it as quick as any- 
body and hurried toward the engine room. 
Superintendent Rodman, who was practically 

mn charge of the vessel, was right on his 
eels. Mr. Roacli came back to bis guests with 
a dubious countenance. A forward crank 
pic, directly under the high-pressure piston, 
ad become suddenly overheated, and it 
was necessary to stop for repairs. Mr. 
Roach was very sorry, but he took the 
mishap quite phiiosophically, and explained 
that it was an accident which might happen on 
the best regulated steamship. Of course this 
ended the present trial trip, put he hoped to be 
able to make another and more successful one 
within two or three days. Jt would only take 
& short time to repair the damage, when the Dol- 
hin would steam back to New-York.The Dolphin 
ad been running just one hour and three- 
quarters when her engines were stopped. She 
dropped ber anchor near Middle Sound light, 
about opposite Bridgeport. The people on her 
decks could plainly see the church spires in Port 
Jefferson. 

Those on board had expected to reach New- 
London in time to take an evening train home, 
but as the afternoon wore away the vessel still 
tugged at her moorings. Down in the engine 
room the men were at work cooling off the 
heated crank and taking otf the brasses to 
smooth them down. A repetition of the 
disagreeabie experience of the first trip was 
feared, and there was some talk of sending Pilot 
Bell off in a smail boat again. Finally, after 
five hours’ weary waiting, orders were given 
to weigh anchor, and the steamer’s prow 
was once more headed toward home. It was 
after 9 o’clock when she steamed slowly into the 
East River and dropped her passengers on a 
wharf at the foot ot Twenty-eighth-street. It 
was so dark that Mr. Roach Jet her stay there 
over night, not caring torisk further damage 
by running her down to her pier at Eighth- 
ptreet. 

A gentleman who was on board the vessel said 
Jast night: “The accident might have hap- 
penea to uny steamer. The machinery became 
ftwollen from overheating, and it would have 
been ruinous to the boat to go on.” Mr. 
Roach attributed the accident to a heated 
journal, an_ accident likely to happen 
to any steamship. “ The first trip of any new ves- 
sel,” he said, “*is made at a moderate speed in 
order that the friction attending the motion of 
new machinery may be easily overcome. We 
started out in good style and made about 15 knots 
an hour until the journal became heated and 
we were obliged to stop to coolitoff. The re- 
quired test was that the Dolphin should be run 
at ber highest speed for full six hours without a 
stop. A break of one minute even would vio- 
late the condition. Of course after the journal 
cooled down there was no use in continuing the 
trip, so we ran back to New-York about as fast 

we went out. At one pomt we made 16% 
nots in one hour and eight minutes. The 
was nothing for which the 
18 responsible,” continued Mr. 
“It often occurs on railroads. A 
little bit of dirtin an oil cup might cause it or 
apy one of a rumber of things.

The Dolphin made her first trial trip on Nov. 
20, 1884. She had on board a merry party, with 
rovisions enough on board for a day’s junket- 
ng. When the vessel was avout off Clinton, 
Conn., the new steel shaft, which was revolving 
at the rate of 75 revolutions a minute, sud- 
deniy snapped off like a “MeO about 
four feet abatt of the engine. In the centre, 
near the break, tae stecl was honeycombed. 
The sea was running high at the time and the 
vessel was obliged to drop anchor in 15 fat.om;: 
of water. After vainly signaling passing 
steamers for help the lot was sent 
ashore in a small boat. e had to come 
to this city before he could get a tug 
to send to the steamer’s relief. Meanwhile 
the people on board had been rocking at anchor, 
suffering from seasickness and want of pro- 
visions. After two days of waiting all but the 
erew were put ashore at Bridgeport, and the 
disabled vessel was towed to Mr. Koach’s yard in 
this city. She remained there until yesterday. 

Among those on board yesterday not connect- 
ed with the Government were Mr. Fletcher, of 
the New-York Iron Works, and Capt. Lefevre 
of the Savannah Steamship Line.

A YOUNG BRIDE SHOOTS HERSELF. 


DESERTED BY HER HUSBAND APTER SIX 
WEEKS SHE ENDS HER LIFE. 

PrrTTsBURG, May 12.—The suicide to-day 
of Mrs. Ada Pershing, a lovely bride of six 
weeks, and the wife of the son of the President 
of the Pittsburg Female College, has created the 
greatest sensation of the year in Western Penn- 
syivania. She was of excelient family, while 
the standing of her father-in-law as an edu- 
ecator and a leader in the Methodist Church 
gives him a position among the most prominent 
people in this region. The marriage was clan- 
destine, as the courtship had been, and as the 
wooing was done at the college. where she 
first met her boy husband, Will Pershing, 
the scandal is likely to injure that insti- 
tution. Brief as the honeymoon was, it 


now seems that it was anything but happy. 
There was no suspicion of this fact, however, 
this morning when Mrs. Pershing called at the 
office of the Pittsburg Post, where her husband 
was an employe, and inquired for him. A fel- 
low-clerk informed her that Wil) on the night 
before said when he left the office that he was 

oin to Chicago and would not return. 

he distressed bride nearly fainted at this intel- 
ligence, but recovering she hurried to the col- 
lege on Penn-avenue and frantically rushing 
into the office of Dr. Pershing demanded to 
know the whereabouts of her missing 
spouse. He replied that he had not seen 
his son tor a week. In heartbroken tones 
she wailed: ‘“*‘He has fied from me as 
he threatened. My heart is broken. I will not 
survive the disgrace of his desertion.” She 
staggered trom the room, and instinctively, 
rather than intelligently, made her way to ber 
home in Allerheny. There she avoided the 
family and secluded herself in her room. A 
few minutes after she had closed the door of her 
apartment the report of a pistol was heard and 
Ada sank to the floor with a bullet in her brain. 
There she was found by the terrified inmates of 
the house, 

Three months ago Ada Pershing was without 
acare. Her father, Frank J. Langdon, is the 
manager of a prosperous insurance agency. He 
is wealthy and one of the best-known business 
men inthis State. Until recently the family 
lived at New-Castle. There are five children— 
two sons and three daughters. The brightest 
and prettiest of them was Miss Ada. She pos- 
sessed great musical talent, and Mr. Langdon 
secured for her the best teachers. Her educa- 
tion was considered complete, but she thousht it 
advisable to take another course in music. 
Last February she entered upon her studies at 
the Pittsburg Female College, and the family 
went to live in their own house, No. 28 Fremont- 
street, Allegheny. Atschool Miss Langdon met 
Dr. Pershing’s son, and an acquaintance, 


places, speedily led 
friendship to more affectionate rela- 
tions. They met clandestinely, and when 
their secret was discovered it became the talk of 
the school. Dr. Pershing claims to have known 
nothing ot the bond of love which existed he- 
tween his con and Miss Langdon. The girl be- 
came sO infatuated with her lover that 
she Jost all desire for study. One day, early 
in Mareh, just a month after her arrival 
at the coliege, she suddenly disappeared, The 
next day she returned, and young Pershinf pre- 
sented her to his father as his wife. They 
had been married by the Rey. Dr. White, 
Rector of St. Andrew’s Episcopal Church. 
The announcement of the marriage in 
the papers caused a great sensation. 
The young couple went to live with Dr. Per- 
shing, and last week they removed to Mr. Lang- 
don’s house in Allegheny. The husband began to 
neglect his young wife,and for the last two weeks 
remained away from her altogether. This morn- 
ing she received a jetter saying that he had gone 
to Chicago and would never come back. She 
was nearly crazed,and searched for Pershing 
everywhere. Then she bought a pistol, went to 
her room, locked the aoor and shot herself, the 
ball entering the right temple and penetrating 
the brain. A letter was on the tab.e in the room. 
It read: 

DEAREST DARLING WILL: To-day is my eighteenth 
birthday: to-day I die. You deserted me; 1 cannot 
live without you. I forgive you. ADA. 

At midnight to-night Mrs. Pershing wasslowly 
sinking. Mr. Langdon says he will -shoot Per- 
shing on sight. He suspects that Pershing 
thought he was marrying money in deceiving 
his daughter, and, flpding that he was relentless 
and determined not_to give the girl a dowry, he 
deserted her. Dr. Pershing feels the disgrace 
keenly.

KILLED ON A MEXICAN RAILROAD. 


THE CONDUCTOR, ENGINEER, AND FOUR 
OTHER EMPLOYEES ARRESTED, 
EAGLE Pass, Texas, May 12.—As a south- 


bound passenger train enthe Mexican Interna- 
tional Railroad was approaching La Aura Sta- 
tion yesterday a Mexican trackwalker was dis- 
covered asleep on the track,and before the 
engineer could stop the train both legs of the 
sleeping man were cut off. On arrival of the 
train at Monclova, the ancient capital of 
Coahuhila, Conductor Bethel and Engineer 
Thomas Eddings, together with Frank James, 
agent of the road, and a fireman and two brake- 
men were all arrested and locked up in jail. 
The mutilated Mexican will undoubtedly die. 
A new crew was sent to Monclova to bring the 
train back. This is thethird accident on the 
Mexican International Road, which is com- 
paratively a new line, being an extension 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad from Exsgle 
Pass to Saitillo. When completed it will 
connect with the Mexican National line. In each 
of the other accidents the engineers, knowing 
the character of Mexican justice, cut their en- 
gines loose from the trains, and never stopped 
until they had reached American soil. Those 
engineers never returned to Mexico. How long 
Engineer Eddings, Conductor Bethel, and Agent 
James will lie in jail can only be surmised, but 
judging from similar arrests on the Mexican Cen- 
tral and Mexican National Railways during their 
first year’s operation these poor fellows will prob- 
ably spend the entire Summer in a filthy Mexi- 
can prison, The nearest United States Consul to 
Monclova resides at Saltillo, 120 miles distant. 
American Consuls generally do all they can to 
protect their countrymen in Mexico, but the 
native officials despise their authority, and their 
protests have little or noeffect. General Manager 
Johnson is making efforts to release the men. 





THE SMALLPOX IN MONTREAL. 

MonTREAL, May 12.—Three new cases of 
smallpox have been discovered to-day in the 
central district of the city. One of the patients 
isa man, another isa young girl, and the third 
isa boy. The authorities are seriously alarmed, 
as these cases, though happening in the same 
district and in one that has hitherto almost 
escaped, are separated from each other by sev- 
eral biocks. It is feared the disease will spread 
to St. Antoine Ward, where the wealthy classes 
hive, and every effort is being madeto keep it 
back and starve It out before the season of Amer- 
ican travel begins. There are about 30 smallpox 
patients in the Civgc Hospital, and two of these 
are likely to aie. Dr. Bessey, the public vaccin- 
ator, who was taken to task because 21 out of 24 
patients he had vaccinated had been taken with 
erysipelaa, has resigned. Dr. Hingston, a prom- 
inent physician of this city aud ex-Mayor, 
has written tothe Board of Heaith saying that 
at present there is such a proneness to erysipelas 
on the most trifling cutaneous invitation, due to 
the crude and unsettled condition of the at- 
mosphere, that he considers it advisable to vac- 
cinate only afew persons ata time in the same 
building, only to vaccinate children who are in 
perfect health and in the most unexceptionable 
surroundings, make not more than three marks, 
and thatin the form of a triangie, and, if pos- 
sible, to suspend vaccination for a few days 
until the condition of the atmosphere has im- 
proved. The Board of Health held a conference 
with the leading medical men of tue city, and it 
was decided to stop vaccination.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 

ADAMS CENTRE, N. Y., May 12.—The de- 
composed body of aman was found to-day in a 
swamp nearthe hamiet of Smithville. The re- 
mains were identified as those of Emory Van 
Schaick, who disappeared last October most 
mysteriously from his home in that vicinity, 


Several days were spent in searching for him, 
but on receipt of a telegram signed by his name, 
dated Syracuse, asking that his trunks be sent to 
Sturgis, Mich., search was given up. The trunks 
were sent, but returned in avhort time, having 
never been called tor. Letters to his parents 
and friends followed, ali written from Syracuse, 
and signed apparently by Van Schaick, purport- 
ing§to give information regarding his where- 
abouts and welfare. When Van Schaick disap- 
peared he had in his possession a note for a small 
amount, given by Arthur Duncan, a young man 
anda neighbor. Aboutthe time the note was 
due Van Schaick's father received it, with a re- 
quest to collect it, which was done. This even- 
ing Duncan was arrested and charged with the 
murder, which he denied. The theory is that 
Duncan killed Van Schaick to obtain possession 
of his wetch and other valuables, and that Dun- 
can made frequent trips to Syracuse for the pur- 
pose ot mailing letters to Van Sehaick’s father. 
The Coroner will begin an investigation to- 
morrow.

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GLADSTONE WINS AGAIN 


THE CONSERVATIVES BEATEN BY 
A SMALL MAJORITY. 

THE LOPES MOTION DEFEATED—THE AGREE- 
MENT RUSSIA IS EXPECTED TO APPROVE 
—MILLIONS ALREADY SPENT. 

Lonpon, May 12.—In answer to a ques- 
tion to-night the Hon. Hugh C. Childers, Chancel- 
jor of the Exchequer, announced that about 
$35,000,000 of the credit of $55,000,000 has been al- 
ready absorbed. 

Mr. Gladstone stated that the agreement which 
had been reached by Lord Granville, the Earl of 
Kimberly, Baron de Staal, and M. Lessar re- 
specting the Afghan boundary had been for- 
warded by Baron de Staal to St. Petersburg for 
approval. Baron de Staal and M. Lessar had not, 
Mr. Gladstone said, acted as Russian Plenipoten- 
tiaries in the conference which resulted in this 
agreement, and Baron de Staal desired to have it 
stated that Lord Granviile, the Earl of Kimber- 
ly, M. Lessar, and himself had agreed to draft an 
arrangement, and that he (Baron de Staal) had 
forwarded it to Russia, giving it his support. 

The motion of Sir Edward Massey Lopes, 
Liberal-Conservative member for South Devon, 
to insert a clause in the Registration act charg- 
ing the expenses of registry on the General 
Treasury, being called up, Mr. Gladstone strong- 
ly opposed it. The motion was finally rejected 
by a vote of 280 to 258, a loss of 10 votes by the 


258, 
Government from last night’s tally, and of only 
two for the Opposition. All the Parnellites, 40 
in number, voted against the Government, The 
majority was obtained through the pressure of 
a threat that the Government would resign if 
defeated. A number of county Liberals who 
desired to abstain trom voting were compelled 
to vote on the appeal of the Liberal whips, who 
pointed out that a defeat would mean the 
piacing of the Government in the hands of the 
Conservatives. 

Mr. Gladstone announced the intention of the 
Government to introduce a bill to authorize the 
holding of the general election in November. 
The Registration bill was read the third time. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon Earl 
Granville corrected his statement of yesterday 
concerning the Afghan dispute, and said that the 
agreement reached between himself, the Earl of 
Kimberly, Baron de Staal, and M. Leasar in re- 
spect to the Afghan boundary proceedings was 
not completed in London, as yesterday’s state- 
ment would imply, but had been put in shape 
for submission to Russia tor acceptance. 

The predominant feeling among the Conserv- 
ative leaders, since tne defeat ot Lord George 
Hamilt®n’s motion of censure last evening, is 
plainly in favor of a suspension of indiscrim- 
inate attacks upon the Government until tho 
publication of the papers relating to the recent 
negotiations with Russia. Lord Granville’s an- 
nouncement that, as a part of the agreement be- 
tween himself and the Russian representatives 
in London, England insists that all future diplo- 
matic communications between the Ameer and 
foreign powers sball be made through 
the Indian Government is regarded with 
deep satisfaction, and has_ greatiy in- 
creased public respect for the Gladstone 
Cabinet. It is regarded as a bold move tora 
British protectorate over Afghanistan, and at 
the same time it is recognized as certain sooner 
or later to lead to war with Russia. This indica- 
tion of firmness on Mr. Gladstone’s part, 
together with a disinclination te jeopardize tha 
importang domestic reforms being carried out 
by the Government, decreases the probabilities 
that the Government will be needlessly harassed 
tor the present. The Conservatives now seem 
inclined to remain quiescent until it is seen how 
Russia meets Lord Granyille’s claim to exclu- 
sive influence in Afghanistan, or rather with 
what degree of firmness Mr. Gladstone will meet 
the protest which it is believed Russia will cer~ 
tainly make against such an assumption. 

Mr. Condie Stephen, the bearer of dispatches 

from Sir Peter Lumsden, has arrived in London. 
He lett Meshed, Persia, on April 23 on barely an 
hour’s notice, having been ordered to proceed to 
England with all speed. He traveled six nights 
and days on horseback, averaging 100 miles daily, 
until he reached the Caspian Sea. Crossing 
the Cuspian he caught a train one hour 
after his arrival ou the western | shore, 
and reached ‘Tiflis after a railway jour- 
ney or 2 hours. He _ received  every' 
attention and facility from the Russian officials. 
The Governor of Titlis rendered him the great- 
est assistauce, arranging by telegraph for relays 
of horses along the route. Mr. Stephen arrived 
in Berlin yesterday morning, via St. Peters- 
burg. Mr. Stephen denies that the battle at 
Penjdeh caused the retirement of the British 
force to Tirpul. He says that Sir Peter 
Lumsden had made arrangements a long 
time previously to fix his camp at 
Tirpul. The British commission started for Tir- 
pul directly after the Penjdeh battle. Reaching 
the Paropamisan Mountains a terrific snowstorm 
rendered progress slow. Many camp followers 
were iost. The defeated Afghans retreated by 
another route via Maruchak and Bala-Murghab. 
The Penjdeh Valley isa most fertile oasis anda 
lovely country with splendid pasture land. In 
Springtime the ground is literally carpeted 
with fiowers. Dr. Aitcheson, the botanical ex- 
pert, was delighted. He madea valuable collec- 
tion of flora. The valley aboundsin game. The 
party killed 150 pheasants daily. The Murghab 
abounds in water fowl. The hills are stocked 
with gazelles, antelopes, wild sheep, and pigs. 
The Afghans were always kind and attent- 
ive to the wants of the commission 
and did their utmost to provide them 
with food and comforts, though the task was a 
dificult one, the country being uninhabited. 
The party saw ruins of numerous uncient towns, 
When Mr. Stephen left the commission all the 
members were in good health und spirits. A 
diapatch from Meshed reports the arrival there

The Afghan frontier convention submitted to 
M. de Giers contains no pledge or reference to 
a Russian advance upon Herat. It relates solely 
to the rrontier. 

Col. Stewart and another British officer will go 
to Herat for the purpose of examining the for- 
tifications and giving the Ameer any needed ad- 
vice in regard thereto. 

Russian papers suggest the submittal of Rus- 
sia’s bill for her war preparations to the media- 
tor between the two nations, with the under- 
standing that England shall pay the billif the 
arbitrator decides that England is responsible 
for the dispute, 


St. PETERSBURG, May 12.—The Official 
Messenger to-day publishes a long dispatch 
from Gen. Komaroff, in which he explains more 
fully his actions and gives more details of the 
incidents that led up to the battle between the 
Russians and Afghans onthe Kushk River on 
March 30. In this dispatch Gen. Komaroff reit- 
erates everything he said in his former dis- 
patches regarding the unexpected progressive 
movements of the Afghans, and claiming that 
the latter were the aggressors. 

The Imperial Council of War have ordered the 
transfer of military and medical stores from 
Krasnovod to Askabad, and have instructed the 
Commissary Department to get ready to equip 
200,000 reserves. Articles for the formation of a 
steamboat company for operation on the River 
Oxus have been submitted for approval to the 
Council of the Empire. Gen. Annenkoff has 
startedto push the work onthe trans-Caspian 
railway.

THE AFFAIRS OF EGYPT. 

A NEW PRESS LAW TO BE MADE—CONTROL 
OF THE SUKZ CANAL 


ALEXANDRIA, May 12.—Tigrane Pasha, 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and Judge G. West, British Consul at Suez, have 
departed for Paris and London to arrange the 
details of a new Egyptian press law. The 
Bosphore Egyptien incident has made necessary 
radical changes in the law. 

Panis, May 12.—Fehmi Pasha, who was 
sent as special Turkish Envoy to England, and 
whois now returning bome, had an interview 
to-day with M. de Freycinet. The conference 
was upon the sybject of Turkish occupation of 
the Soudan after the withdrawui theute of the 
British troops. 

M. de Freycinet has assured a committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies that he has good 
grounds tor believing that the difficulty respect- 
ing supervision of the Suez Canal will be ami- 
cably settied. This assurance indicates that the 
International Suez Canal Conference now sitting 
in Paris has solved satisfactorily the problem 
of the proposed irternational control of 
the canal. M. de Freycinet said that the 
Keyptian financial convention had to deal 
with two questions of great importance, 
namely, the evacuation of Egypt, which 
was reserved for future consideration, 
and the freedom of the Suez Canal at all times. 
The Suez Canal Commission, he said, bad met no 
real obstacle. The subcommittee appointed to 
prepare a draft of the scheme had met only one 
difficulty, which referred to !the mode of super- 
Vision of the canal. Eagland was, on this point, 
at variance with the otker powers. M. de Frey- 
cinet urged the necessity of a prompt ratifica- 
tion of the convention in order to permit a 
speedy carrying out of its provisions and to en- 
able the Egyptian Government to pay the Al- 
exandria indemnity claimants, who had been 
waiting three ycars for their money.

THE LONDON DYNAMITE TRIAL. 

Lonpon, May 12.—The trial of Cunning- 
bam and Burton was resumed this morning at 
the Old Bailey. On the opening of the court 
the counsel for the prisoners informed Judge 
Hawkins that the Governor of Newgate Prison 
had refused to recognize his Honor's permit 
allowing them to hold an interview with their 
clients. Sir Henry James, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, suggested that counsel for the prisoners be 
allowed to hold a private interview with 
the prisoners, and this was granted. A 
detective named Weeks, from New-York, 
testified that Burton arrived in New-York 
on the steamship St. Laurent on March 
18, 1884. Weeks’s evidence concluded the 
testimony relating to the explosion at the Char- 
ing Cross Station. Other witnesses who testified 
to the events of May 138 followed. Attorney- 
General James, in offering the evidence of the 
latter witnesses, said he did not propose to con- 
nect the prisoners with the dynamite affairs of 
that day, but s‘mply desired to prove the exist- 
ence of treasonable plots. Other witnesses were 
then examined for the purpose of proving the 
movements of the prisoners from December 
until the dates of their arrest. Strong evidence 
was adduced connecting Cunningham with the 
explosion on the Metropolitan Railway between 
Gower-street and King’s Cross, but the efforts of 
the prosecution to connect Burton with thesamo 
outrage failed...

An Italian man-of-war has 
arrived here on a confidential mission.

THE PITTSBURG MURDER CONFESSED BY THE 
THREE ITALIANS ARRESTED. 

* CuicaGo, May 12.—The mystery attend- 
ing the finding of the body of anTItalianina 
trunk at Pittsburg has been completely uurav- 
eled. Giovanni Azzeo, Antonio Mercuro, and 
Ignazio Bove, the three suspected italians in 
the murder of Filippo Caruso, have confessed 
in the presence of witnesses their connection 
with the murder, and out of the mouth of each 
one enough evidence has been secured to hang 
all three. Having determined to kill Caruso, 
the only thing to be settled was the method, and 
garroting was selected as the most silent, 
as well as being swift and sure. It was the cus- 
tom of these men to shave each other when 
occasion required, and in order to take Caruso 
unawares it was proposed by Antonio 
Mercuro to shave their victim. When he was 
seated in the chair,a common wooden affair of 
the sort usually found in kitchens, Ignazio Bove 
and Giovanni Azzeo took him by the arms to 
prevent his escape, and Mercuro grasped him 
round the throat and pulled his head back upon 
the top of the chair, gripping his windpipe until 
the wretched victim of their avarice ceased to 
move. During the frantic efforts of the strang- 
ling man to escape from death his trousers 
pocket containing the coveted movrey was cut 
by one of the assassins and the savings of his 
lite extracted. The trunk wasther purchased 
and the body packed therein. Gilardo, the Ital- 
iam arrested in New-York, was an accessory 
after the murder only. 





THE SITUATION AT PLYMOUTH. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 12.—The names 
of Milton Boyer and William Barney were added 
to the death list in Plymouth to-day. The new 
cases reported number seven. The hospital fitted 
up for the accommodation of fever patients is 
now inreadiness. Hight patients were admitted 


for treatment to-day. ‘Lhe building will accom- 
modate 50 persons. Jt is in charge of Dr. Wil- 
son, assisted by an able corps of nurses. Miss 
Fisher, an expert nurse from Philadelphia, ar- 
rived in this eity to-night, and will go to 
Plymouth in the morning.

Scranton will give a big entertainment 
Thursday night. A committee of physicians 
drove over the town to-day and tound the 
streets and alleys to be inavery filthy condition. 
They say the attempt to clean the town was 
nothing more than a farce. Cesspools are over- 
flowing, and refuse matter of every kind can be 
seen on ali sides. Uniess the Borough Council 
do something at once the matter will be brought 
before the court. The doctors say with the 
streets in their present condition and hot weather 
coming on a frightful increase in the death rate 
may te expected,

IS MRS. , DANNE : INSANE? 


A - POLICE } JUSTICE ¢ AND & TWO’ 


PHYSICIANS DISAGREE. 
PROCEEDINGS TAKEN TO PUT A DOCTOR’S 
WIFE IN AN ASYLUM—PROTESTS FROM 
HER FRIENDS. 


- Affidavits setting forth the insanity of 
Mrs. Marion W. Danne wore presented to Justice 
Duffy in the Jefferson Market Police Court yes- 
terday morning, with a request that a warrant 
be issued, as she was detained by friends, and 
the order for her commitment to Bloomingdale 
Asylum, made out by Judge Lawrence, of the 
Supreme Court, could not be served. The 
application was made by William Bronk, 
a lawyer. The affidavits as to Mrs. 
Danne’s’ insanity were made by Dr. 
John Gardner Perry, of No. 113 Madison-avenue, 
and Dr. Allen McLane Hamilton, of No. 48 East 
Thirty-third-streot. Both certificates of insanity 
were made on Monday. That of Dr. Perry set 
forth that on May 2 he examined Marion W. 
Danne, 40 years old, married; that he diagnosed 
the case as one of hysterical insanity and dipso- 
mania; that she was violent and dangerous, had 
assaulted several persons, once threw a lamp 
on a bed, setting the same on fire, and was a fit 
subject for Bloomingdale Asylum. Dr. Hamil- 
ton certified that he examined Mrs. Danne on 
May 6, and found her violently insane, suffering 
also from dipsomania. Once she had assaulted 
her nurse, and for a year had been in the charge 
ofan attendant. Neither certificate gave Mrs. 
Danne’s address, nor did it appear in the 
order for her commitment to Bloomingdale. 

A warrant was issued and Officer Gardner was 
sent to serve it, accompanied by two private 
detectives, who were prepared to take Mrs. 
Danne to the asylum. When the officer returned 
it was without Mrs. Danne, and, after the 
Justice had consulted with him and with ex- 
Assemblyman Frederick B. House, a lawyer 
representing Mrs. Danne, who was accompanied 
by two ladies, he wrote across the back of the 
warrant: 

“ Warrant not executed, as woman is sick and 
not insane.”’ 

The;Justice refused to return the physicians’ 
certificates to Lawyer Bronk, holding them to be 
records of the court. He told a reporter late in 
the day that he did not know Mrs. Danne’s ad- 
dress. The officer who took out the warrant 

ave it as at the residence of Dr. Otto 

‘ullgraff, No. 63 Irving-place. It was claimed 
by Mrs. Danne’s friends, he said, that a heartless 
attempt was made to send her to an insane 
asylum, they claiming that sheissane. These 
were the statements which, Justice Duffy said, 
led him to believe that it was a “* put-up job,’” 
and he indorsed the warrant accordingly. 

Mrs. Danne is the wife of Dr. Frederick Danne, 
a wealthy man, well known in this and other 
cities. Heisa member of the New-York Club 
and the St. NichojJas Club, and has been pro- 
posed, or is a member of the Union Club, of this 
city. He is also a prominent member of the 
Hope Club, of Providence, R. I. He is a native 
of Southport, Conn., and was married there. 
Mrs. Danne’s maiden name was Marion Wilson. 
They were married in 1844, when Dr. Danne was 
in moderate circumstances. 

Mrs. Danne told her story toa TrImMEs reporter 
last night, while in her room on the third fioor 
of the house No. 63 Irving-place. She appeared 
perfectly rational. She said she lived very hap- 
pily with her husband until eight or 
nine years ago. Then things did not 
go smoothly, but no serious rupture oc- 
curred until about five years ago, when Dr. 
Danne’s grandfather, a prominent merchant of 
Providence, died. He left an estate valued at 
$500,000 to Dr. Danne, who, she says, began to 
lead a fast life. They lived in Providence in 
splendid style, and afterward came to this city, 
where the doctor bought the house No, 23 
Fast Fitty-first-street, where they lived for 
some time. In June, 1884, he left her 
here and went to his Providence mansion, 
which is one of the finestin that city. Hesoon 
sent her word to close the Fifty-first-street house 
and go tothe country. She went tothe Argyle 
Hotel, at Babylon, Long Island, where she spent 
July and August. receiving letters from her hus- 
band postmarked Boston, although she knew 
that he was in New-York. He sent her $30a 
week. One week it did not pay the bill. He ac- 
cused her of stealing the money, and afterwards 
sent it direct to the hote! proprietor. He then 
instructed her toro to Narragansett Pier and 
other places. Late in September she understood 
tne New-York residence was sold and came here 
to see about it. It was not sold and she went to 
it. A note came from her husband ordering her 
to Jeave, and saying: “I’d be glad if you got 
out of the way altogether.” She went to Staten 
Island and to Lakewood, N. J. 

In November, Mrs. Danne continned, her hus- 


band sent for her, and sbe came to New-York,. 


going to Mrs, J. C. Bishop’s, No. 174 West Fifty- 
eighth-street. Her husband bad made a con- 
tract with Mrs. Bishop to board her until May 

1. Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. Danne asserted, gave 
her a dark bedroom, lighted only by an 
air shaft. She was suffering from gangrene of 
the foot, and was attended by Dr. Perry. She 
had not a cent of money. When asked about 
ber being supplied with stimulants, Mrs. Danne 
said: *‘I don’t care to say anything about that.” 

March a suit for divorce was begun 
against Mrs. Danne by her husband in 
Connecticut, charging unfaithfulness and drunk- 
enness. Jt was adjourned for two months on her 
plea of illness. Her husband wished her to go 
to Europe, but she would not consent. Mrs. 
Danne said she had diamonds put away said to 
be worth $30,000. 

A Mrs. Corbitt and a Mrs. Maddern, who live 
at the house in Irving-place, know Mrs. Bishop, 
and in visiting her met Mrs. Danne. Both speak 
ot herin the highest terms. On Monday Mrs. 
Maddern visited Mrs. Danne, who said she 
hadn’ta cent inthe world. Mrs. Maddern gave 
her 25 cents. Mrs. Danne left the house, tooka 
Broadway car, and rode to Eirhteenth-street. 
Then she ran to Dr. Fuligraff’s hause, fearing 
pursuit. She had no _ idea,’ she says, 
that an attempt was to be made _ to 
put her inan asylum, but she was afraid of 
being takento Europe. Mrs. Danne says that 
she saw Dr, Hamilton once, but she was neither 
Grunk nor insane at the time. 

Mr. Bronk, who instituted the proceedings to 
have Mrs. Danne declared insane, says that her 
husband’s one idea in having her board with 
Mrs. Bishop was to keep her out of 
an asylum in the hope of her re- 
covery. Mrs. Bishop refused to keep 
her longer, and he was obliged to send her to an 
asylum. They asked for a warrant from Jus- 
tice Duffy,as they could not enter the house 
without it. 

When two detectives entered Dr. Fullgraff’s 
house on Monday evening they were told 
by Mrs. Maddern and Mrs. Corbitt that 
Mrs. Danne had gone. They watched the 
house, and finding that she vas. =s there 
the warrant waa secured from Justice Duffy 
yesterday morning. Dr. Fullgraff gave a certifi- 
cate that it would be dangerous to remove Mrs. 
Danne under any circumstances. The house was 
watched by detectives Jast night. 

Mr. House said last night that the first he had 
to do with the case was on Monday evening, 
when he was called to seo Mrs. Danne at Dr. 
Fullgraft’s. “If she’s insane,” he said, with 
emphasis, ““I ought to be in a madhouse. 
I have nothing ‘to do with the divorce case 
ngainst Mrs. Danne. Mr. Bronk tells me. that 
Mrs. Danne had caused her husband a good deal 
of trouble, running up hotel bills, buying goods, 
and putting him to great expense. 1 don’t know 
how true that is. 1 haven't investigated the 
case thoroughly, but I do know that Mrs, Danne 
is sane.”’ 

No statement could be obtained last night 
from either of the physicians who certified that 
Mrs. Danne was insane.

A CHILD BEATEN .TO.DEATH.

CRUELTIES INFLICTED BY HER STEPFATHER,», 
. WHO IS ARRESTED. 
: PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—C. Achille: Or-: 
nofri, of No. 1,812 Montgomery-avenue, a well-« 
known contortionist and circus performer, was 
lodged in a cell at the Twenty-third District 
Police Station this afternoon on the charge of 
murder. His victim is Lottie, his 9-year-old 
stepdaughter. Yesterday afternoon Dr. John-'4 
son, of Columbia-avenue, above Seventeenth- 
street, was sent for by Ornofri. The messenger’ ‘ 
told him that a little girl was very ill. 
The physician hurried to the house, and on his 
arrival found that the child was dead and that 
there were marks of blows on her body. He re-. 
ported the case to the police, and they informed | 
the Coroner that a child had died suddenly and ° 
suggested that a rigid examination be made into ’ 
the case. Acting on this advice Dr. Formad and 
Cierk Donal, of the Coroner’s office, were dis- 
patched to the sceno of the murder this 
afternoon. They found Ornofri at home 
with his three surviving stepchildren. 
While the physician was investigating the cause 
of the child’s death Clerk Donal circulated 
among the neighbors and heard many stories of 
how the father had maltreated and tortured hig 
stepchildren, When be returned the physician 
told him the child had died from injuries prob-' 
ably received by being beaten with some heavy 
instrument. During the clerk’s inquiries omone 
the neighbors he had learned that Ornofri ha 
been seen to strike the girl with a shovei on the 
day of her death, Taking this asa cue he cate- 
chised the father on the manner in which he 
had treated his children. The latter admitted 
having struck the child with a shovel. 

* Wait a moment,” he said, * and I will show 
you.”’ Descending to the cellar he reappeared 
in a moment with an old shovel, the handle of 
which was broken off and the blade was ragged 
avd dusty. Holding up the two pieces he said: 
“TL corrected her with this yesterday because 
she would not obey me,” 
distinct Italian accent. 

“ [T understand that you used otherimplements 
to correct the child,” said Cierk Donal. 

* Oh, yes,” replied Ornofri. * I will show you,” 
and diving into the cellar again he reappeared 
with a heavy strap about three feet long and an 
inch and a half broad,and a heavy rope, the 
ends ot which were filled with hard knots. The 
strap was doubled, and On one end was affixed a 
loop with which to hang it on a_ nail, 
where it was kept for instant use. Hold- 
ing up these two ugly instruments of 
torture before the clerk he said coolly: “I have 
sometimes used these for correcting the chil- 
dren.”” When these facts and admissions had ‘ 
been elicited by the Coroner's clerk he left Dr. 
Formad in company with Ornofri, while he 
slipped out and sent a messenger for an officer. 
When the latter arrived he was ordered to take 
the Italian to the station house, where a charge 
of murder was preferred against him by Mr. 
Donal. 4 

The examination made by Dr. Formad of the 
child's body showed that the little puny frame 
was seamed and scarred with welts and cuts 
from the top of her head aimost to the soles of 
her feet. Many of the wounds looked as though 
they had been inflicted by lashes from the 
knotted rope or the strap, but several deep, 
ugty cuts had the appearance of having 
been inflicted by the blade of the 
shovel. When the dissection was made 
it was found that the body was almost blood- 
less, and the physicians concluded that the 
many wounds inflicted on the child had drained 
the veins of more than half of the life fluid. 
Immediate death was due to hemorrhage of 
the brain, and this is supposed to have been 
caused by a blow on the head. The child was 
small and stinted in life and was very much. 
emaciated at the time of her death. 

The neighbors tell many revolting stories of 
cruelty practiced by the father on his children. 
On last Sunday morning he was seen to bind the 
dead girl’s bands and feet together and compel 
her to keep a kneeling position until evening. 
A few days ago Mrs. L. C. Wilson,a neighpor, 
saw Ornofri string his ll-year-old stepson: up 
by the thumbs uatil his toes barely touched the 
floor and then shave his head witha razor. Similar 
cruelties are said to bave been practiced on 
two other stenpdaughters, one of whom is 12 and 
the other 4 yearsof age. Another child, who is 
only 1 month old, is with its mother. The 
mother is a trapeze performer, and is now trav- 
eling with Forepaugh’s circus underthe name of 
Mile. Turneur. The dead child and the 
others in the possesssion of Ornofri were, 
the children of Mille. Turneur by her 
divorced husband, Woodie Cooke, a noted 
bareback rider, who is now playing in Cuba, 
where tne wife secured her divorce and married 
Ornofri in Havana on Feb, 16, 1884. The latter 
was then traveling with a circus in company 
with his four brothers, all of whom are grotesque. 
contortionists. The alleged murderer, who is 
about 80 years old, is also a fresco painter and: 
paper hanger, and is now carrying on that busi- 
ness. The surviving children are now in the 
possession of the police, and will probably be 
turned over to the Society to Protect Children:

~ Wisniree, Manitoba, May12.—The tela

}‘and word of the conclusion of Saturday’s battle 


has just been received. When the skirmisherd 
came in late in the afternoon they reported hav-< 
ing killed a large number-of theenemy and com< 
pletely routed a detachment of rebels under Du< 
mont which attempted tocapture them. Mora 
than 20 cf Dumont's men were left dead on tha 
field and as many more were carried away 
wounded by the retreating force. Of the skir< 
mishers, Ralph Barron, of the Ninth, was badly 
wounded, and is notJikely-to recover; John Wil- 
‘son was carried into camp in a dying con- 
dition, having , received a bullet in the 
forehead; A. O. Wheeler, of Winnipeg, 
brother of'a victimin the engagement at Fish 
Creek, was also wounded, but he will likely re- 
cover. His wound is in the shoulder. Shortly 
after the skirmishers came in Gen. Middleton’s 
main body was attacked, but the men stood 
nobly-and the rebels retired under a deadly fire. 
From their actions it would appear they are 
short of ammunition. As theyretired the rebel 
fired a volley and several of tne troops fell, nong 
of them dead, but many of them dangerously 
wounded. More than 20 of them were sent intd 
the hospital tent. This loss is slight compared 
with the loss tothe rebels. This newg 
was j sent arly Sunday morning, and 


the troops were then going into rifld 
pits. It was Gen. Midaleton’s intention 
then to attack the rebel stronghold and make 
desperate attempt to dislodge the enemy. Greaf 
anxiety was then felt by Gen. Middleton as ta 
the safety of the steamer Northcote, which wa# 
bringing supplies and ammunition to the troopa, 
Fears were entertained that she had been capt< 
ured by the rebels. There were not more thay 
80 men on board the steamer, among whom wag 
Hugh J. Macdonaid, son of the Premier of Canx< 
ada, It is reported that Mr. Wrigley, Chief Com< 
missioner of the Hudson’s Bay Company, hag 
received a dispatch stating that the fighting con< 

\ tinued all day Sunday and Monday. 

Another dispatch just received here contains but 
little further news of Saturday’s fight. Nothing 
can be heard of Sunday's or Monday’s engage-; 
ment. <A later dispatch says that when the; 
courier left the battlefield iate Saturday 
night hot tighting was taking place. The 
ft resumed the fight on Sunday at day-~! 
break, when a hot fire was poured inta 
the ravine and woods where the rebels were 
intrenched. The batteries aiso had resum 
operations and shelled the rebels’ houses in tha 

valley, destroying the building wkere Riel and) 
chis councillors held meetings. The rebels tied! 
trom the houses in every direction. Gen. Mid-; 
dieton piaced his men in _ positions where they. 
would be least exposed. It isa regular siege of| 
the repel stronghold and will undoubtedly last 
until the ammunition of the rebels gives, 
out, when their surrender is inevitable.!

All the redskins de- 
camped, firing only a few shots, and left many 
of their warriors dead and wounded on the field, 
Not one of Ross’s men was injured, the defeat of 
the redskins being complete. The flash and repo 
ot the rifles and the shrieks of the wounded red 
skins were heard by the garrison in the fort, an 
a detachment was at once sent to the scene 
only to find the rebel redskins flying for thei 
lives. Ross overheard their plan of attack om 
the fort. It wasto bave been as follows: They 
werc to @ivide their forces; the lesser party was 
to make a sham attack upon the northwest 
corner with great shouting so as to deceive the 
arrison us to the object in view, while the maim 

orce was to rush upon the northeast corner, a 
that side would be weakened by men going ovet 

‘to the northwest corner to defend it. They 
claimed that they knew that there was only on¢€ 
gun inthe fort and that was in the northwes' 
bastion. They also said that there were only 18 
men under arms, and in this they were nearly 
correct. If their plans had not been discovered 
the fort would likely have been taken. It wags 
the intention to have massacred the garrison. 

By letter it is learned that Gen. Middleto 
before the fight at Batoche, sent the followin 
proclamation, printed in French, to the rebe 
camp: 

Those half breeds and Indians who have -bee 
forced ro join the rebels, also those mistaken Indian 
who have joined voluntarily, sre informed by this th 
if they give up at once and return to their homes an¢ 
reserves they will be protected and pardoned. ‘Troo 
sent by Government don’t desire to make war again 
those men, but only against Riel, his council, and hig 
principal accomplices.”’ Gen. MIDDLETON. 

The letter states that the proclamation was 
sent to the rebel camp, May 3,.by_a Sioux scout, 
who has not returned and may have been slain 
by Riel.

‘THE BONDHOLDERS’ PLAN 


THE PROPOSITION FRAMED BY THE 
COLGATE COMMITTEE, 
CONCESSIONS WHICH THE WEST SHORE 
BONDHOLDERS ARE WILLING TO MAKE 

WHILE RETAINING CONTROL. 

The Colgate Committee of the West 
Shore bondholders, consisting of James 8. Col- 
gate, George M. Pullman, Henry W. Bartol, 
Henry F. Spaulding, and John D. Probst, met 
yesterday afternoon at the office of James B. 
Colgate & Co., No. 47 Wall-street, to consider 
whether it would accept as a substitute for its 
pwn plan the modified plan of reorganization re- 
ported back to it by the Hewitt Committee. At 
the opening of the meeting another and essen- 
tialiy different plan of reorganization was 
presented for the consideration of the commit- 
tee. This plan, whichis issued over the signa- 
ture of William M. Lent, the Chairman of the 
committee appointed by the bondholders’ meet- 
ing at the Windsor Hotel, is understood to have 
been prepared mainly on the suggestions of one 
of the most experienced railroad men in this 
country, who successfully conducted the largest 
plan of reorganization ever carried out in the 
West, and whoisa large owner of West Shore 
bonds. Italso has the approval, it /s said, of 


several Of the largest holders of West Snore 
bonds, who stand among the ablest financiers 
and business men of this city. 

The plan, in its preamble, recites the condition 
of the road, and points out the existence of a 
Jarge number of claims against the property, 
some of them “prior and some subsequent to 
the lien” of the existing first mortgage. The 
pian itself is as follows: 

“We, the undersigned first mortgage bondholders 
ofthe New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railway, 
appreciating that under such ¢ircumstances consider- 
abie concessions must be made on our part, and being 
entirely willing to make such concessions, provided the 
reasonableness thereof is clear, and a plan of reorgani- 
zation can be devised which, on the one hand, will se- 
cure the control of the reorganized company in the 
hands of the first mortgage bondholders, and on the 
other presents the assurance that the reorganized com- 
pany can be operated 80 as to earna fair surplus over 
and above tts fixed c es and operating expenses; 
and recognizing that to devise such a plan and to carry 
it into successful execution demand the highest order 
of capacity, and, especially in view of the previous 
history of this enterprise, an integrity beyond even 
the breath of suspicion; and to that end, believing 
that a few selected men from the first mort- 
gage bondholders of character and capacity should 
be chosen, who have no interest either in the ter- 
mina! companies, the North kiver Construction Com- 
pany, the Ontario and Western Company, or else- 
where, adverse to the interests of the est Shore 
Road, hereby, subject to the Soregoing terms and con- 
ditions, suggest and assent to the following pian, and, 
as evidence of such assent and our good faith in the 

remises, agree, within 10 days after signing our 
LCamootive names hereto, to deposit with the Farmers’ 
Loan and ‘'rust Company, of New-York, the number 
pf bonds set opposite our respective names: 

“Each million dollars of bonds so deposited shall 
have the rightto nominate seven bondholders of the 
West shore Raiiway Company as members of the 
Committee of Reorganization of said company, and 
when at jeast ten millions-of dollarsof bonds shall 
have been deposited, as aforesaid, then the names of 
the gentiemen so nominated, witha statement of the 
amount of bonds voting for each such nomination, 
Bhall be sent by mail by said Trust Company to each of 
the subscribers hereto, who shall thereupon and with- 
in 10 days thereafter have the right to deposit with 
said ‘Urust Company a ballot containing, over his 
Bignature, the numes of seven of the gentlemen

he proposed Committee of Reorganization. The 
seven receiving the highest number of votes in dollars 
pf bonds, in the manner aforesaid, shall constitute the

“It is apparent that the plan of reorganization which 
has been published neither meets with the approval of 
the first mortgage bondholders nor of the gentlemen 
who were requested to act as a committee under it, 
That committee has not yet organized under the plan, 
although it was announced several weeks ago. It is 
equally apparent that a reorganization on some plan is 
absolutely essential if the property is to be saved and 
the interests of the first mortgage bondholders pro- 
tected. It seemstous that the accompanying docu- 
ment presents a fair and reasonable method of res- 
cuing the property and protecting the rights of 
bondholders. * * * It is estimated that about 
$15.000,000 will be sufficient to take up the 
valid outstanding Heceiver’s certificates, to set- 
tle for the balance of equipments under contracts, 
to paysuch judgment liens as exist,to provide for 
some further construction at the western end of the 
road, for depot buildings at Buffalo, and to acquire the 
fee of the terminal property if it can be obtained at 
reasonable prices. About £12,000,000, therefore, of 
the $15,000,000 would be invested in new and valuable 
property, making the cost in money of the property 
owned by the new reorganized corporation over $70,- 
000,000. The first mortgage of $15,000,000 upon the 
entire property would,it seems to us, command par at 
4percent, If to the means thus afforded there be 
acaded the relief in fixed charges which is suggested in 
the accompanying plan, by postponing payments of 
interest on the securities which the present first mort- 
gage bondholders are to take in lieu thereof. and the 
road be economicaliy and efficiently administered, it 
ought to be brought rapidly into first-class condition, 
50 that, when the time tixed for the commencement of 
the payment of interest arrives, there will be no dc- 
fault in such payment. 

“This concession on the part of the present bond- 
holders to the deferring of payment of interest on 
their bonds, united with the intelligent management 
which will be secured by a committee selected in the 
manner proposed, together with the $15,000,000 pro- 
vided by the new first mortgage bonds, ought, in our 
eens. to make it possible to secure concessions

REORGANIZING OHIO CENTRAL. 

The circular issue@ yesterday by the 
Canda Reorganization Committee of the Ohio 
Central Railroad contains the following proposi- 
tions: A new company is to be incorporated 
June 1, to be called the Toledo and Ohio 
Central Railway Company. The Columbus, 
Hocking Valiey and Toledo Road proposes to 


give Hocking Valley stock, share for share, for 
the new preferred stock of the Ohio Central to 
the extent of three-fourths of the Ohio Central 
preferred stock; the new common stock of Ohio 
Central is to receive one share of Hocking Val- 
ley stock for two shares of Ohio Central to the 
extent of three-fourths of the common stock.

SECOND MORTGAGE BONDS GOOD. 
Des Mornes, May 12.—In the Federal 
Court to-day in the case of Simmons against the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern Railroad

AUDITOR BROWN’S REMOVAL, 


THE IOWA SUPREME COURT SUSTAINS THE 
GOVERNOR’S ACTION. 

Des Moines, May 12.—The decision of 
the Supreme Court in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, instituted by Auditor Brown to test 
the validity of the law under which he was sus- 
pended from office, reached Clerk Pray to-day, 
it having been propared by Judge Adams on the 
guestion of Brown's surrender to his bonds- 
men directto the Supreme Court. Judge Adams 
says: 

“It must, we think, be considered that!Brown, hav- 
ing invited Duffus and Pierce to become his sureties, 
cannot be allowed to resort to any proceeding which 
should have the effect to render them liable upon the 
bond, but Brown proposed to test, in advance of his 
discharge, the question of the constitutionality of the 
statute under which it is said that his criminal! liability 
has arisen; and his position is that if the statute shall 
be held unconstitutional and his tnnocence shall be ac- 
cordingly disclosed by a judicial termination by a court 
havin Jarisdiction to determine the same, the State 
should no Jonger have any claim upon his sureties, 
and we have to say that we think his petition in this 
respect must be sustained.” 

The yalidity of the law under which the re- 
moval was made is then passed upon and sus- 
tained, for the reason that the statute provides 
for suspension only. Several leading cases are 
discussed, and the court says that: while theJsus- 
pension may have the effect of a removal it 
would, perhaps, be equivalent to a removal dur- 
ing the time of suspension so far as the officer's 


most important right is concerned, if the offi- 
cer, by such suspension, were to be deprived of 
his emoluments, but the statute does not pro- 
vide that he shall be. The courr continues: 

“Ifa statute is susceptible of any reasonabie construc- 
tion which will render it constitutional, itis our duty 
to adopt such construction as will sustain it, Now, it 
seems to us clear that an officer might be suspended 
from the exercise of his office in such limited sense as 
to affect merely his duties. {fthis is so, the act of the 
Governor is not open to the objection above set forth, 
nor to the onpeotion also made that the Governor is 
not vested with judicial power. His act does not 
amount to a judicial determination. Our view is 
strengthened by the fact that themanifest object of 
the statute can be secured by something less than a 
removal. The object isto secure the State from loss. 
This object is secured sofar as itcan be by merely 
suspending the officer's acts and ented Pogmenes. of 
the books. papers, &c., of the office. Again, the statute 
contemplates that the suspension may be temporary. 
This is not consistent with theidea of removal in any 
proper sense.” 

The decision concludes as follows: 

“An officer against whom an adverse but wrongful 
report has been made should be glad of an opportunity 
to explain his action to the Governor and adduce evi- 
dence in rebuttal of the report, to the end that he 
might secure an indorsement of his action by the Gov- 
ernor’s official act in removing the suspension. We 
cannot presume that the Governor would act perverse- 
ly inthe matter. On the other hand. we must presume 
that he would not. In our opinion the discharge from 
custody eres by the petitioner must be denied, and 
he must be remanded,” 

Judge Seevers enters a vigorous dissent, hold- 
ing the statute to be unconstitutional. He says: 

“The constitutionality of the statute cannot be made 
to depend on the wil! of the Governor to make or not 
make an investigation or revoke the suspension at his 
willorpleasure. It is not suggested in the foregoing 
opinion that there is any statute giving the plaintiff an 
opportunity to be heard and test the truth of the 
es against him in any court or before any person 
or tribunal vested with judicial power, and therefore | 
assume there isnone. Theconclusionreached by me 
is that the statute in question is unconstitutional be- 
cause no provision is made whereby the plaintlff has 
the right to test the truth of the charges against him 
before some tribunal or person vested with judicial 
mel a The restraint of the plaintiff is illegal and 

e should be discharged.” 

Judge Beck, on account of the illness of his 
aged wife, has taken no partin the case. The 
case has no effect on the quo warranto proceed- 
ings for the restoration of the office recently 
begun by Auditor Brown in the District Court, 
and in which the truth or falsity of the charges 
made by the experts against Brown can be 
established.

A LETTER CARRIER SUSPENDED FOR HIS 
‘* OFFENSIVE PARTISANSHIP.” 

ALBANY, May 12.—The fight between the 
two Republican factions here broke out again 
to-day, when delegates were elected to the new 
County General Committee. The vote cast at 
the primaries in the city was unusually heavy 
and the strife was very fierce, One faction was 
led py Collector Bentley, Surveyor of Customs 
Luby, “ Bob" Oliver, and the other old followers 
of Judge A. 8..Draper. Their opponents were the 
former half breeds and the remnant of John F, 
Smyth's force. The liveliest contest was in 
Luby’s ward, where 499 votes were polled. The 
wily Surveyor came out victorious, as did Bent- 
ley in his ward, In the Sixth Ward, * Bob” 
Oliver was laid out by a vote of 127 to 69, to the 
satisfaction of most Republicans. The oppo- 
nents of the * gang" carried nine other wards, 
and also part of the Seventeenth, giving them 21 
delegates to 13 for the Bentley-Luby faction. 

In Cohoes to-night the latter faction got 10 
more delegates. The elections previously held 
will make the new committee stand 44 Luby- 
Bentley delegates to 34 on the other side.

CONDITION OF THE FIRM’S AFFAIRS AS SUB- 
MITTED TO THE CREDITORS, 
Boston, May 12.—A meeting of the ored- 
itors of James R. Osgood & Co., publishers and 
booksellers, was held to-day. Mr. Osgood’s 
statement showed the liabilities of the firm, ex- 
clusive of taxes and leases, to ve $222,469, of 
which $10,488 is contingent. But $32,000 is se- 
cured, the balance being mostly the firm's notes. 
The assets in stock, &c. are placed at $278,086. 


These do not include the value of contracts with 
authors, nor $37,000 invested in the Heliotype 
Printing Company. Each partner kas assigned 
all his property for the benefit of the creditors, 
but in each case the amount of assets is less 
than the indebtedness on notes signed by the 
members of the firm, 

Ata meetigg of the creditors of the Heliotype 
Printing Company the liabilities were shown to 
be $43,000, and the assets, which include the plant, 
stock, notes, and accounts receivable, $58,000. 
There are additional liabilities to James R. Os- 
good & Co, of $6,640. 

A committee was appointed to consider the 
report, confer with the creditors of Osgood & 
Co., and report at a subsequent meeting, The 
Chair appointed the heaviest creditors, viz., 
James R, Carter, of Carter, Rice & Co.; Charles 
Kendall, of Rye. Kendall & Co.; Moses Hol- 
brook, of Farnsworth & Conant, and E. D. Hol- 
lingsworth.

HIS COMPLAINT AGAINST COMMISSIONER 
SPARKS DISMISSED—-NO EVIDENCE OF 
UNDUE VIOLENCE, ; 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—In the Police 

Court this morning the case of Commissioner 

Sparks, of the General Land Office, charged with 

a personal assault upon Col. De Ahna, a Timber 

Inspector of that office, came up for trial. The 

Commissioner was present with his counsel, W. 

W. Wilshire. Col. De Ahna was the first wit- 

ness, and repeated on the stand the account of 

the assault already published as coming from 
him. He said the Commissioner twisted his 
fingers in his (De Ahna’s) collar and. tried to 
strangle him.

A.—I can’t say that he was, 
Probably that occurred after you tried to put 
him out. 

Q.—Did he not say to me: “ You aread—d 
dog?” A.—Not tomy knowledge, He said you 
had treated him like a dog. 

Witness said the Commissioner had treated De 
Ahna mildly at first and at no time attempted to 
strike him, only to eject him. 

Mr. McManes, who was an eyewitness of the 
scene, said that De Ahna, before the interview, 
told Harrison that he (De Ahna) was ‘chock 
full.of dynamite.” When the Commissioner 
turned toward De Ahna and asked him his busi- 
ness De Ahna began to complain of+his treat- 
ment ina very offensive manner. When he said 
he had been treated like a dog the Commissioner 
said, ‘*I have not treated you like a dog.”” De 
Ahna continued his offensive manner and the 
Commissioner ordered him out, rising and ad- 
vancing at the same time. De Ahna grasped bis 
cane and motioned him back. The Commissioner 
grasped him by the lapel of his coat, when Har- 
rison came forward and ey. requested De 
Ahna to go out, which he did. De Abna’s lan- 
guage was exceedingly offensive. The Commis- 
sioner, after asking the complainant to leave, 
did not offer to use any more force than was 
necessary to put him out. De Ahna didnot say 
he would not go out, and did not strike the 
Commissioner with his stick. 

Commissioner Sparks took the stand and said 
he asked De Ahna whether he could do any- 
thing for him, and De Ahna began to “ fire off,” 
abusing the division chiefs and saying he had 
been treated like a d—d dog. Witness mildly 
denied the charge and De Ahna repeated it. Wit- 
ness ordered him out and believed he returned an 
offensive answer. He was ordered out three 
times, and witness then got up and went to- 
ward him, his object being to put him out. De 
Ahna said, “Don't touch me; don’t lay your 
hands on me.” De Ahna jerked back, when 
Harrison said something to him and he went 
out, Witness had no jl-feeling toward the com- 
Plainant, and had no thought of striking him. 

De Ahna again took the stand and said the 
Commissioner’s testimony was incorrect, for he 
strove to convey the impression that he was the 
mildest man on God's earth. Harrison, Mce- 
Manes, and a messenger took the stand and de- 
nied that the Commissioner seized De Ahna by 
the throat, but were unanimously of the belief 
that he seized the lapel of his coat. 

The court said that all persons visiting public 
offices must be governed by the rules of these 
offices, and should retire when requested. There 
was no testimony showing undue violence, and 
the court was obliged to dismiss the case,

The Director of the Mint has issued the fol- 
lowing circular: ** The Superin:endents of the United 


States Mints at Philadeiphia, San Francisco, and New- 
Orleans have been authorizedto purchase mutilated 
and unocurrent United States silver coin of standard 
fineness at the rate of 98 cents per ounce, Troy weight, 
when presented in sums of $3 and upward. Joins can 
be forwarded to those Mints by registered mail or by 
express, (charges prepaid,) and the value will be re- 
turned, at the seller’s risk and expense, by express, 
registered mall, check. or draft. Persons sending full 
weight United States subsidiary silver coins would re- 
ceive at the rate authorized about 78 cents per dollar 
of their face value, but for mutilated coins a less 
amount, proportioned to their deficiency in legal 
weight. Atthe rates paid mutilated silver coins will 
be worth at the Mints: Per ounce, Troy, 98 cents; per 
ounce, avoirdupois, (about) 89 cents.” : 

The President to-day appointed the following 
named Presidential Postmasters: Samuel A. Ashe at 
Raleigh, N. C., vice John Nichols, commission expired; 
James F. Vogt at Le Mars, lowa, vice F. M. Emory, 
suspended; John McWilliams at Coatesville, Penn., 
vice lf. G. Parke, commission expired. In explanation 
of the suspension of Postmaster Emory the Postmas- 
ter-General states thatin February last an Inspector 
examined the office at Le Mars and found the 
Postmaster short $672 44; that he had = not 
made his deposits at the close of the month 
as required, but oftentimes a week or two weeks later, 
and that the office was negligently and carelessly con- 
ducted. The Inspector was of the opinion that the ioss 
had oceurred by theft, resulting from the careless 
manner in which the Government property was left 
exposed by the Postmaster. ‘I'he Postmaster made 
zood the shortage, but, says the Postmaster General, 
tis the fixed determination of the department to re- 
move every Postmaster whose accounts are found 
short once, who does pot deposit promptly, as required 
by the regulations, or who is careless and negligent in 
the conduct of his ottice. 





COUNTY CLERK AND LAWYERS. 

A report of its Committee on Grievances 
informed the Bar Association last evening that 
County Clerk Keenan had no statutory right to 
, Drevent, as he does, lawyers from examining 
and?making memoranda from lis pendens, or 


notices of pendency of action, on file in his 
office. The committee stated that a mandamus 
was the proper remedy against the County 
Clerk. A resolution was adopted instructing 
the committee to take the necessary measures 
to enforce the rights of members of the Bar. 
County Clerk Keenan declares that the lawyers 
would lose time, and therefore money, by exam- 
ining every lis pendens returned on a search, 
and that he benefits them by employing, at his 
own expense, a skilled clerk, who in each case 
indicates those which do or may and those which 
do not affect the property in question, so that 
the lawyers need only to examine the ones that 
affect or which are problematical,

SCRANTON STEEL WORKERS REFUSE TO 
SIGN A CONTRACT. 

ScrRAnTON, Penn., May 12.—The work 
men recently locked out by the Scranton Steel 
Company to await their signature to a contract 
agreeing not to quit the company’s employ 
without two weeks’ notice, and in the event of 
their doing so to forfeit all wages due them at. 
the time of quitting, sent a committee yesterday 
to waiton the President of the company with 
their answer. It was tothe effect that they would 
not sign tho proposed contract unless the com- 
pany on its part gave a similar guarantee th:i it 
would not discharge any workman without two 
weeks’ notice. When the committee called at 
the company’s office they were informed that 
President Scranton had gone to New-York and 
would not return for severai days. The Super- 
intendent, Mr. Carl W. McKinney, told the 
men, however, that it made no difference wheth- 
er they saw Mr. Scranton or not, as the decision 
contajned in the notice already issued was final. 
He said the men should either sign the agree- 
ment or be paid off. This answer was pro- 
sented to a meeting held shortiy afterward, 
and at which about 130 of the skilled work- 
men of the mill were present, and it wag 
immediately resolved that the men demand their 
time at once and draw their pay, since that was 
the only alternative offered in connection with 
the offensive contract. The men accordingly 
marched in a body to the company's office, de- 
manded their time, which was promptly furs 
nished, and appeared at the office this morning 
for their wages, which were paid. The men say 
they do not ask for anything unreasonable, but 
simply for fair play. One of their leaders told 
the representative of THE Times to-day that 
when the last so-called adjustment of wages 
took place at the steel works they had to work 
from March 1, the date of the notice? till April 
18 without knowing to what extent their wages 
would be reduced. Itis rumored to-night that 
some of the workmen who refused to accopt 
their pay this morning have secretly agreed to 
sign the company’s contract in order to retain 
their places. Jt is alleged that President Scran- 
ton’s action in shutting down the works until 
such time as the men signed the contract was 
taken in view of the fact that the employes 
have recently been organizing to resist furt er 
poguewons in wages and reduce the hours o 
abor. 


BristTou, R.I., May 12.—At 10 o’clook this 
pe Infantry Hall was filled by strikers of 
the rubber works, who made their ultimatum and 
appointed J, F. Crump, Chairman of the meeting, 
and Mr. Henning, Chairman of the joint com- 
mittee, to wait on Gov. Bourn. The commit- 
tee then proceeded to the rubber works. The 
Governor signed an agreement to pay his heip 
off on the 20th of each month regularly, to re- 
store the 7 per cent. reduction, and also to pay 
a proportionate amount, understood to be one- 
half monthly, of the back salaries until paid up. 
Zhe strikers go back to work to-morrow morn- 

ng. 

Eav CLarreE, Wis., May 12.—Fifty men 
who were laying pipes for the water works this 
morning were overpowered by a crowd of 200 
laborers and forced to quit werk. The crowa 
marched to the Pioneer and also to the Sher« 
man Saw Millsand forced them to shut down. 
Some violence was used. Ali the other saw 
mills shut dewn before the strikers arrived ex- 
cept the Eau Claire Lumber Company, whose 
mills are still running. The demand of the 
water works strikers is for $1 50 per day. The 
saw mill employes made no demands, but were 
forced by the strikers to suspend work. 


SAVED FROM THE GALLOWS, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 12.—The Sus 
preme Court to-day reversed the decision in the 
case of Weibon Wartner, sentenced to be hanged 
at Rengselaer on Friday tor murder, and re« 
manded it for a second trial on the ground that 


the Judge in the former trial sentenced the 
prisoner to death ona pleaof guilty withouta 
trial by jury. The case has attracted much at- 
tention because of the question involved, This 
opinion is by Judge Howk, and is based on sec- 
tion 13 of the State Constitution, which says: 

**In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall bave 
the right to public trial by an impartial jury,” &c., and 
the court adds: “ This right is bis personal and con- 
stituted right, which he cannot be deprived of, nor can 
he watve it unless such waiveris expressiy nuthorized 
by statute. This case is a capital case,and in such 
there not only is no statutory authority for the de.

CHICAGO, May 12.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were rather quiet to-day. most of them being 
really dull. Wheat was the prinelpal exception to the 
rule. Prices tended downward in sympathy with the 
fact ot warmer weather, which was more favorable for 
thecrops. Thenews from England was unimportant 
till late in the day, and then it tended to heavi- 
ness. The shipping movement here was dull. 
Provisions were dull and heavy. Hogs at 
the stock yards were quoted lower, and 
the foreign markets were weak on _ product, 


while the heaviness of Wheat in this city naturally af- 
fected Pork products. ‘Chere was fair trading onthe 
call, Stuart,the packing company. and Armour were 
buying moderately or Pork early in the day, but the 
latter was w free seller of July Pork afterward and did 
not seem to want to buy anything against it. Jones, 
Warren, and Logan were selling about all they could 
find customers for in the afternoon. ‘The ship- 
ping demand was very auil, especially tor 
Hams. Pork sold a shade higher at $11 35 
for July, and declined to sellers at $1115 at the close, 
with June at 10c. discount and August at 12}¢c. pre- 
mium. Lurd was relatively steady, but went 5c. lower, 
to 8&6 90 bid for July, closing at $6 923¢ bid, with June 
at Tiéc, discount, and August at Tl¢e. premium. Sep- 
tember sold at $7 05,and the year at 36 70. Ribs de- 
clined 12ce., to 85 70 tor July, with June at 7l¢c. dis- 
count and ‘August at 5c. premium, cash lots being 
offered at $5 62446. Some mergins were wiped out that 
had been put up only a few hours previously by longs 
who thought they saw signs of aturn in the market, 
but found it go the wrong way. 

lour was quiet and easier. The trating was chiefly 
local, but some was taken for export in the latter part 
of the session, when the weakness in Wheat induced 
holders to accept the lower figures previously offered 
and refused. Millstuffs were weak, owing to liberal 
offerings, and, the pasturing season for stock being 
near at band, buyers traded sparingly. There was a 
decline of about $1 all round. Spring Wheat Bran 
sold at $10 25@$12, the iatter sacked, Muiddlings 
at $11 50@$15 25. heat was rather quiet and 
weaker, but generally steady. ‘‘he British markets 
were noted as dull, while the weather here was warmer.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in thie city, partly 
cloudy weather and light rains, followed 
by fair-weather and a slight rise in temper- 
ature.

They 
are apt to disgust honest people, who be- 
lieve that the best political capital is that 

which is acquired by an honorable record 
Wn the service of the public. 





There is a charming modesty quite 
- characteristic of Mr, Btatne and his 
friends the Senators from Maine displayed 
In the determination of these gentlemen 
to keep control of the Post Office at Au- 
gusta under a Democratic Administration. 
In their opinion Mr. Morton, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the place, is an 
‘‘offensive partisan,” inasmuch as he 
worked against Mr. Biatne last Fall, 
while Mr. MANLY, the present incumbent, 
deserves to be retained, having traveled 
with the circuson the Western circuit and 
done all in his power to defeat CLEVE- 
LAND. ‘The political consistency of these 
great men of Maine is almost equal to their 
podesty. 











An examination made by the Health 
Officer of the District of Columbia proves 
that the newspaper correspondent who 
discovered that the city’s water supply 
was polluted at its source has earned the 
thanks of all Washington people. It is 
shown that the water passing through the 
aqueduct has probably been contami- 
nated for twoor three years by the water 
of a dirty canal into which a great deal 
of poisonous filth runs. It also appears 
that the officer in charge of the conduit is 
incompetent. How much harm has been 
done by the polluted water no one knows, 
but it is probable that some cases of zy- 
motic disease supposed to have been due 
to local causes were, in fact, caused by 
the use of it. 








The count of the money and securities 
in the United States Treasury has proved 
that the retiring Treasurer, Mr. WYMAN, 
was a faithful custodian. The two cents 
that were lacking in the cash room have 
been found on the floor, and now the great 
accumulations are not a penny out of the 
way, When Mr. ‘GILFILLAN retired a sim- 


ilar count showed that the vaults con- 
tained all that they should contain and 
three cents more. The office of Treasurer 
has been admirably filled for many years, 








It is to be hoped that the conference 
committee upon the Capitol Appropria- 
tion bill will strike out that clause of it 
which makes Commissioner Perry the 
sole architect of the building.

The architects of the Capitol 
are at the head of their profes- 
sion, and their work in the Capitol, 
by consent of those qualified to judge, 
comprises the most interesting and suc- 
cessful public architecture in the United 
States. Commissioner PERRY may safely 
be left to make his own arrangements in 
this respect as well as in others. The less 
the Legislature hampers him by meddling 
with the technical administration of the 
work the better results will the State 
secure, 





Mr. JOHN Roach is not so much the fa- 
vorite of destiny as he used to be. The 
oppressive and unreasonable requirement 
of a trial trip as a preliminary to pay- 
ment for a naval vessel works very in- 
juriously to him. He could not have 
foreseen when he built the Dolphin that 
the Secretary of the Navy would intro- 
duce such an innovation. Yesterday, on 
the second trial trip of the Dolphin, that 
terror of the seas went ahead for an 
hour and a half and lay still for 
five hours. The average speed for the 
six hoursand a half can scarcely have 
been satisfactory. Everybody will sym- 
pathize with Mr. Roacn, of course, in his 
affliction, the more that it is doubtful 
what remedy he has against the cruel 
wrong of which he has been the victim.

Mr. GLADSTONE’S escape from censure 
on Sic Massey LOPEs’s motion yesterday 
and on Lord GEORGE HAMILTON’s motion 
the day before is not, on the face of it, a 
triumph. A majority of 30 in one case 
and 22in the other is very narrow. But 
really the escape is a triumph for the 
double reason that all the Parnellites 
voted against him on both motions, and 
that the vote was a vote of blind con- 
fidence. That is to say, the House ap- 
proved his course toward Russia without 
knowing what that course was, 





There has been some mention of the 
name of the Hon. STEwarT L. WoopFORD 
as President of Union College. Wedo not 
know its source, butithere are many reasons 
why the college should seek such a Presi- 
dent, and why, if he would consent to 
take the position, it would be an excel- 
lent thing for the college and for the 
State. Gen. WoopForpD is amply qualified 
in point of culture and mental equipment; 
he is a gentleman of wide experience and 
trained judgment in affairs; he has en- 
ergy, tact, a wide acquaintance, and an 
equable and just mind. He would be able 
to develop and manage the resources of 
the college efficiently, and he would com- 
mand that confidence among the Alumni 
which is necessary to successful progress. 
In some regards the college has special 
advantages that have not been made as 
valuable as they might he. We should 
say that it would be very hard to find a 
President better fitted than Gen. Woop- 
FORD to secure a useful future for it, 











THE BANKS AND SILVER. 

We have already expressed the opinion 
that the Secretary of the Treasury would 
have the hearty co-operation of the banks 
and bankers of this city and of all the 
money centres of the country in his efforts 
to keep the currency of the country ona 
gold basis until such time as the danger 
from compulsory coinage of depreciated 
legal tender silver dollars could be avert- 
ed. Thereis no question that the Secre- 
tary is making strenuous efforts in this 
direction, and he has much reason to 
hope for success. He made a bold and 
honest step forward in his rearrangement 
of the Treasury accounts so that they 
would tell the exact facts, and so that 
they would make known his adhesion to 
the traditional policy of a gold reserve 
against the United States notes. Notice 
is contained in the new form of statement 
of the exact condition of that reserve, and 
of the intention to preserve it intact. That 
this was within the strictest construction 
of the spirit of the law there is no doubt, 
and there is no more that it was in accord- 
ance with the soundest policy. 

The Secretary, as well as the President, 
recognizes the nature and extent of the 
danger from the continued compulsory 
debasement of the legal tender currency. 
While the Administration is determined 
to do all that it can to avert this danger 
it is far from blind to the fact that all 
that can be done is to gain time, and that 
ultimate safety is to be had only from 
Congress through the stoppage of silver 
coinage. Its policy basno motive except 
to give Congress the opportunity of doing 
in season what it will be absolutely com- 
pelled to do sooner or later. Noone with 
any knowledge of the forces at work and 
the way in wHfich they are steadily work- 
ing can fail to see that the policy of the 
Treasury is one of expedient solely, and 
that it cannot be long kept up if Congress 
shall refuse to stop the coinage of silver. 
At present the great body of the currency 
is gold or its equivalent, but the propor- 
tion of depreciated silver and its equivalent 
must go on increasing unless the forced 
issue cease. It would be a very grave 
error for the banks to suppose that by the 
policy now adopted by the Government 
the pressure of the silver coinage is re- 
moved, It is simply distributed, and the 
most sensitive points in the financial sys- 
tem are protected from it. But the 
longer the arbitrary coinage goes on the 
nearer we get to the time when this policy 
will become impossible. 

|. Meantime it has been suggested by a 
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banker of very high standing that the 
banks are bound by every consideration 
of obligation to the community and of 
prudence in the care of the interests of 
their depositors to preserve the general 
currency on a gold basis, and to continue 
to treat, as they have hitherto treated, the 
silver currency ‘‘ as an unavoidable inflic- 
tion, to be separated in practical business 
from current money by marked discrimi- 
nation.” The method of carrying out this 
principie is to receive from the Govern- 
ment through the Clearing House the cur- 
rency the Government may have to offer, 
but setting it apart and treating it as a 
special fund, ‘‘to be paid over to the 
banks interested in the very money re- 
ceived on their behalf.” No silver or silver 
certificates need be offered by any bank in 
the settlement of its Clearing House bal- 
ances, and none would need to be refused. 
Such as came from the Government would 
be received and used as opportunity of- 
fered. But the Clearing House settlements 
and the reserves of the banks would be 
preserved unadulterated, and the interna- 
tional standard would be maintained in 
its integrity. Silver would not be any 
more than it has been in New-York bank- 
able money, while it would continue in 
general circulation undepreciated until 
such time as its volume became too great 
for such use. 

Such a policy is clearly within the law, 
and it is equally clearly calculated to se- 
cure the only solution of the currency 
problem, and to secure it with the least 
derangement to business. It will be ob- 
jected that it is not calculated to promote 
the permanent incorporation of silver in 
our currency, and is opposed to the spirit 
and intent of the Silver Coinage act. This 
is true. It is not intended to promote any 
such result, and it would lead to the ulti- 
mate repeal of the act. Of that there is 
no doubt. The act was at once a blunder 
aud a wrong. There is not the slightest 
obligation upon any citizen or body of 
citizens to suffer injury from the opera- 
tion of the law if it can be legally avoid- 
ed. It certainly can be avoided by the 
banks. The law says silver dollars shall 
be a legal tender for debts; it does not say 
that they shall be a legal tender for loans 
on demand, such as bank deposits. The 
policy outlined for the banks looks to the 
repeal of the law, and that is the purpose 
of the Administration and the hope of all 
conservative business men. 














PROGRESS IN THE LEGISLATURE, 
The Legislature has now but two days 
and a half in which to finish the work of 
the session. Fair progress was made yes- 
terday in disposing of the accumulated 
business. Although the session was ex- 
tended three weeks beyond the time first 
set for adjournment, a great mass of bills, 
including some of the most important 
measures introduced, has been permitte 
to accumulate upon the closing days. 
The most exciting incident of yester- 
day’s session was the passage by the As- 
sembly of a brief bill limiting the price of 
gas in the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn to $150 per thousand feet, but the 
people will not get the benefit of even this 
poor measure of relief. The Assembly 
had refused to take the step necessary to 
bring up the Cullen-Roesch Commission 
bill, and all hope of its passage seemed to 
be gone. The lobby still maintained its 
clutch upon a sufficient number of Assem- 
blymen to serve its purpose. Then Mr. 
CorFEY succeeded in bringing up his 
little Gas bill for reconsideration, and 
WALTER Howe seized upon it and by a 
brilliant strategic move bent it to the pur- 
pose of a reasonable limitation upon price 
and drove it through the Assembly. The 
minions of the lobby afterward recovered 
from their surprise and succeeded in hav- 
ing it recalled from the Senate, a motion 
to reconsider the vote by which it passed 
having previously been carried. This was 
ominous for the bill, and there is now no 
chance of its final passage. The perform- 
ance of the Assembly was even more scan- 
dalous than that of two weeks ago, and 
made it still more clear that its members 
were sold to the gas monopoly. 

The most gratifying incident in the 
Senate was the reference of the Earl bill 
exempting veteran soldiers and _ sailors 
from the operation of the civil service 
law to the Judiciary Committee by a vote 
that jndicates that this assault upon the 
integrity of the reformed civil service sys- 
tem will meet with defeat in that body. 
The most important of the acts passed is 
that known as the Forestry bill. Its prin- 
cipal provisious have already been made 
familiar to our readers. It not only pro- 
vides for the preservation and care of the 
Adirondack woods belonging to the State 
but for the protection of forests elsewhere. 
The Senate refused to concur in the 
changes made in the Assembly, and the 
bill went to a conference committee. It 
was promptly reported to both houses and 
accepted, so amended as to make the 
appointment of Commissioners subject to 
confirmation at the next session and to 
except certain towns in Delaware and, 
Clinton Counties from its operation. As 
the Commissioners were to take office in 
February, this will not delay the operation 
of the law. The reason for the exceptions 


made is not apparent. 
The Assembly refused to concur in the 


Senate amendments to the Capitol Appro- 
priation bill, and it was sent to a confer- 
ence committee. As it passed the Assem- 
bly the bill appropriated $1,000,000 with- 
out making any change in the manage- 
mentof the work. In the Senate the appro- 
priation was reduced to $500,000 and its 
disbursement was placed under the direc- 
tion of an advisory commission consisting 
of the Governor, Attorney-General, Presi- 
dent of the Senate, and Speaker of the 
Assembly. The Senate amendments also 
provided for the discharge of the profes- 
sional architects and the Deputy Commis- 
sioner who has been credited with the 
function of looking after the distribution 
of labor for party purposes. How the bill 
wiil emerge from the conference commit- 
tee remains to be seen, but there will prob- 
ably be an increase of the appropriation 
and no other material change. 

* The Senate passed the Corporation Tax 
bill, thé purpose of which is to limit the 
franchise tax to the capital employed in 
this State, instead of applying it to the en- 
tire capital of the corporations affected. 





| The bill was proposed by Controller 





CHAPIN, and is founded on principles of 
equity. The same body ordered the 
amended Arcade Railway bill to a third 
reading. An underground railroad for 
real rapid transit is greatly needed in this 
city if it can be provided under proper re- 
strictions and without injury to private 
rights. The Senate also adopted a resolu- 
tion proposing to amend the Constitution 
so that the State may make a contract 
with the National Government for the en- 
largement of. the Erie Canal. If the Na- 
tional Government wants to undertake 
that job the State is not likely to refuse it 
the chance. 

The separate elections amendment was 
virtually killed in the Assembly. Though 
it was the special order, the rule in regard 
to the third reading of bills was enforced 
and it went by the board. Thus the As- 
sembly recklessly threw away its only op- 
portunity of making a record for progress 
in political and administrative reform, 
and will go into history as the most worth- 
less and corrupt body that has sat at 
Albany in recent years. 








THE CHURCH CONGRESS. 


The idea of a church congress which 
should include all denominations of 
Christians is said to have been that of the 
late Dr. MUHLENBERG. . It was a natural 
thought for a man in whose mind 
neither the proverbial hatred of theolo- 
gians nor any other form of hatred 
ever gained a lodgment. A modern 
critic of historical Christianity has 
declared the ‘enthusiasm of humanity” 
to have been its, original impulse. Cer- 
tainly with no man has the enthusiasm of 
humanity been a more active and con- 
stant spring of action than With Dr, 
MUHLENBERG, and the religious impulse 
that actuated him can never fall into dis- 
credit until such an expression as “the 
beauty of holiness” ceases to have any 
meaning. 

To such a man as Dr. MUHLENBERG, 
earnestly and singly bent upon relieving 
human misery and removing human sin, 
the waste of power involved in secta- 
rian strife must be a very sad specta- 
cle. The energy that is devoted by 
Christian sects to contending with each 
other and to aggrandizing themselves 
is all diverted from the true purposes 
of Christian churches. Most certainly 
controversy is not of the essence of Chris- 
tianity, nor is it by their several positions 
upon any controverted points of doctrine 
that the Christian churches become, what 
every fair-minded man recognizes them to 
be, agencies of the very highest value in 
modern society. In doctrine, indeed, it 
seems as if modern society were undergo- 
ing an increasing estrangement from the 
historical faiths which are still inculcated 
from the pulpits, though with a vigor di- 
minishing year by year, and very visibly 
diminishing generation by generation. 
While no considerate person will wantonly 
attack beliefs that are so involved with 
institutions which in turn are involved 
with the highest interests of society, yet, 
if the Christian Church were merely an 
organization for the inculcation of Chris- 
tian doctrine, there is no denying that it 
would be a far less powerful and a far legs 
beneficent agency than it is, 

In England those friends of Christianity 
who see that the dogmas of the church 
have lost much of their hold upon man- 
kind, and who foresee that they are likely 
to lose more, are bestirring themselves to 
put the Church of England upon such a 
basis that it will not be threatened by 
modifications of popular belief. They are 
trying to make the Church of England “a 
national society for the promotion of good- 
ness,” COLERIDGE said very truly that the 
parish church was of great value, apart 
from the theology which was taught in it, 
as a parochial centre of civilization. The 
same thing may upon the whole be said 
of the churches throughout this country. 

Being at once deprived of the advan- 
tages and spared the disadvantages of a 
national establishment of religion, the 
churches in this country must combine 
by voluntary effort to form the “ national 
society for the promotion of goodness” 
which nobody will deny that we need. 
When we discard theory and come to 
practice, there can be little dispute in 
what goodness consists. Dr. Howarp 
CROSBY’s vigorous remarks at the opening 
session of the Church Congress gave.a 
definition of it sufficiently explicit for 
all practical purposes. There can be no 


reason why a man who wishes to make his 


fellow-creatures better and happier should 
refuse any help that is offered to him_be- 
cause the person who offers it differs from 
him in theological opinion any more’ than 
because they differ in scientific opinion or 
in literary taste. The churches will still 
have work enough to do, each for itself, 
no matter how close their association may 
be for common objects, and it is not the 
least merit of the association to which 
the Church Congress seems to point the 
way that it will make it more difficult for 
the churches to expend any portion of 
their combative, energy upon each other. 











THE POLYGAMISTS OF IDAHO, 


The news that Deputy Marshals trying 
to serve warrants upon polygamists in 
Idaho have been defied by an armed mob 
of Mormons may surprise many persons 


in the East who have supposed that the’ 


members of JOE SMITH’s church are, with 
very few exceptions, to be found in Utah. 
For years the cunning leaders of the Mor- 
mon organization in Salt Lake City have 


“been sending their converts into the ad- 


joining Territories and building up colonies 
there. The southern counties of Idaho 
have been “especially attractive, and 
in them the Mormons’ outnumber 
the Gentiles. Itis stated upon excellent 
authority that there are now in the Terri- 
tory no less than 15,000 of the ‘‘Saints.” 
The entire population of Idaho in 1850 was 
only 82,000. Paris, where an attempt has 
been made to arrest eight polygamists, is 
the chief town in Bear Lake County, and 
the inhabitants of that county are Mor- 
mons almost without exception. It ap- 
pears that they have rebelled against the 
authority of the United States. 

A few months ago no movement like 
this could: have been made against the 
polygamists of Idaho. They controlled 
the Territory by holding the balance of 
power in the Legislature. But they be- 


_but a short time. 





came too arrogant, and the Gentiles of 
Idaho determined to put them down. At 
the recent session of the Territorial Legis- 
lature an act was passed prescribing a test 
oath which practically prevents a polyga- 
mist Mormon from voting or holding 
office. . 

All of the sections of the Edmunds act. 
except that which provided for a new 
registration of voters by the commission 
are in force in Idaho and other Territories 
as well asin Utah, The legal proceedings 
that have been so successful in Utah can 
be repeated in Idaho. Recent Territorial 


legislation indicates that public opinion [| 


among the Gentiles there wiil support an 
anti-polygamist movement, and Marshal 
DuBois seems to have decided that the 
time for such a movement has come. It 
is not probable that he will allow a Mor- 
mon mob to drive all of his Deputies into 
the woods. 














HIS TRUE MOTIVE. 

There is a disposition to misrepresent 
the motive of Gen, Kina in endeavoring 
to prevent the landing of a company of 
German musicians at this port. His op- 
position to the landing of those men was 
based upon the law which forbids the im- 
portation of laborers under contract, and 
there can be but little doubt that our 
courts would be compelled to find that it 
is as illegal to contract with European 
musicians to come to this country as it is 
to contract with European miners. Gen. 
KING, -as was very proper, used the 
same . arguménts which were used 
by the framers of the law in ques- 
tion. He said that if musicians were 
brought to this country to play at low 
wages our resident musicians would be 
unable to compete with them. We need 
not, however, imagine that Gen. King 
was moved by any desire to protect our 
resident musicians, most of whom are 
Germans who have beenin this country 
His real motive was 
the high and holy one of protecting his 
fellow-countrymen from the wave of 
brass instruments which is now spreading 
over the Jand. 

In their place brass instruments are use- 
ful and even necessary. We need them 
in our orchestras, but we certainly do not 
need them elsewhere. Men who travel up 
and down the country playing solos on 
cornets,jtrombagnes, and even ophicleides 
are not needed. In addition tothe misery 
that they inflict upon their auditors they 
exercise a demoralizing influence upon the 
public, and tempt thousands of otherwise 
upright young men to learn to play 
solos on brass instruments. We have more 
than enough musicians now to fill all our 
orchestras, and no more should be per- 
mitted to land here. It isa pity that Gen. 
KinG, who is himself a musician, could 
not frankly base his opposition to the 
landing of the German musicians on its 
true ground, but he deserves the gratitude 
of the public for having tried in any 
way tospare us the advent of new cor- 
netists and fresh trombone virtuosi.

Tribune, ana in due time he occupied the edito- 
rial chair of Mr. Greeley, who had left it for the

@ has sought ahd found advancement by all 
means that were available to him, looking for 
social, political, and public chances in every 
quarter within his reach. He has made him- 
self at various times serviceable to powerful or 
prominent men, and in this"way he has been 
able to make use of them to his own ad- 
vantage. He did what he could to promote 
the ambition of Mr. Chase, who was not 
the man to overiook such efforts. He flattered 
the vanity of Mr. Greeley till he became his suc- 
cessor. He found his way to the pocket of 
Mr. Jay Gouid, who became his pecuniary 
patron. He puffed Hayes, who at last made him 
the fraudulent offer of the German mission; and 
more recently he has been soft-sawdering Gar- 
field; who in return has put some fat offices at 
his disposal for his cronies. In other things, also, 
he has been succossful. He found the (ribune 
in arickety old building and raised for it the 
Tall Tower. When mude President of the Lotos 
Club it was in obscure quarters and in poverty, 
but he soon planted it in a large Vifth-avenue 
establishment; and even for himself as a bach- 
elor he has for some years enjoyed ashowy 
dwelling in the fashionable part of the city. 
Looking here and there and elsewhere, it really 
appears us though he were one of the most fortu- 
nate denizens of New-York. ' 

It is by worldly tact that he has made his way. 
“Pact, man, is the thing,” says the practical 
pesrennaet, He does not succumb to anything 

ike high thinking or magnanimity or imagina- 
tion. He does not believe in that which is un- 
popular, or in that which looks weak or dubious. 
He doesnot dote upon any notion of self-sacri- 
fice for the suke of truth. He is not given to 
any sort of enthusiasm. He is for the main 
ohance. Under him all the native strength thac 
Greeley put into the Tribune bas gone out 
of it. To the Tribune of to-day, the Tribune of 
Greeley’s days was a fanatic, a Quixote, destitute 
of prudence, full of whims and follies. Its an- 
cient devotion to principle and disregard of 
mercenary ends, its intellectual power, moral 
fervor, and emotional generosity, make a 
strange show to those who now Jook down upon 
them from the airy summit of the Tall Tower. 

Mr. Whitelaw Keid’s tact’ is the thing that has 





made his fortune and that characterizes his 
Tribune. We do not there behold any mental 
force, or original genius, or shining quality, 
any moral grasp, or any vital faith, but merely 
deportment, mediocrity, pretentious respecta- 
bility, toadyism, venality, and stock jobbery. 

There is one public benefit likely to accrue 
from Mr. Reid’s marriage. It gives him the op- 
portunity, which we presume he will embrace, 
to free the Jrihune from the clutches of Mr. 
Jay Gould, who has had so much to do in bring- 
ing about its moral ruin. It will now be in the 
power of Mr. Reid to buy out Mr. Jay Gould's 
majority interest in the Tribune and make it all 
his own possession. This is a thing upon which 
we may congratulate the readers of that journal, 
and which gives hope that, through the removal 
of the worst of the evils that have overshadowed 
it, it may henceforth follow a less izgnominious 
course of development than it bas shown since 
Mr. Greeley’s death. 





A BROKER ARRESTED,

HE IS CHARGED WITH GRAND LARCENY BY 
OTHER BROKERS. 

Syracusr, N. Y., May 12.—The report 
here this afternoon that Herbert B. Martin, of 
the firm of 8. G. Martin & Co., large grain and 
stock brokers, had been arrested, arraigned, and 
gave bail in the Polico Court on acharge of 
grand larceny by Babcock & Andrews, a firm in 
the same line of business, created much surprise 
in business circles. Mr. Martin is only 22 years 


old, but has been looked on as a thoroughiy 
good business man. The complainants charged 
that Mr. Martin had converted to his own use 
more than $2,000. To-night Mr. Babcock said: 
“A few days ago we were surprised to find 
that our account was overdrawn at the 
bank. On making an investigation we found 
that the business that Martin & Co. had been 
doing with us was crooked. in a serious degree, 
through the operations of young Martin. He 
had raised and altered deposit slips, and in some 
cases had signed the name of Mr. Kendrick, 
teller of the bank, to deposit slips, leading our 
firm to believe that he had made regular de- 
posits, Martin & Co. have dealt with us and 
have not turned over the margins through the 
fault of young Martin. This matter may be 
settled, but the charge of forging Mr. Kendrick’s 
name is one that will be more serious. We have 
not yet caused Martin’s arrest on this charge, but 
cannot tell now what may be done,” 

Mr. Martin said: ‘“*Babecock & Andrews 
charge that I have retained funds belonging to 
them. The deficit, if there is one, has been 
caused by our customers lying down on ug. The 
trouble all comes from a stock deal. The matter 
will doubtless be amicably settled.” 

It is said that Mr. Martin has spent a great deal 
of money during the last six months and lost a 
large sum by joining with two friends in ad- 
vancing money to replenish the finances of the 
New-York Opera Company, that stranded here. 
Mr. Martin’s name has also been mamtionedina 
social way with various phases of fast living. 





MORRISON TO BE DROPPED, 


ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS TRYING HARD 
TO ELECT A SENATOR, 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 12.—In the joint 
assembly of the two houses to-day Senator 
Streeter voted for Morrison for Senator, indicat- 
ing that he will do so to-morrow, when it is ex- 
pected all the Democrats will vote for him and 


let him downeasy. Then there will be a caucus 
of the Democratic members. and Judge Brown, 
of vacksonville; Judge Tree, of Cook County; 
ex-Gov. Palmer, and Mayor Harrison will 
be voted for, with chances against 
Brown and Palmer and for Tree or 
Harrison. Whoever is nominated wi)) then 
be voted for a certain number of ballots and 
then dropped and some one else tried. The 
Democrats are determined to keep Weaver out 
of his seat as long as possible, and the Demo- 
cratic County Clerks of the Thirty-fourth Dis- 
trict will disobey the law and delay the returns, 
which may prevent Weaver from taking his seat 
for 20 days. An ugly feeling prevails and a 
bitter partisan spirit is shown on both sides. 
The drift among the Democrats here this 
afternoon is somewhat unaccountably toward 
Carter H. Harrison for United States Senator, 
and he may succeed Col. Morrison as the 
caucus nominee, but he can hardly be elected. 
Col. Morrison is for Judge Lambert Tree after 
himself, and he can probably control enough 
Pemoecratic votes to beat Harrison anyhow.

LOW CHURCHMEN REVOLT. 

CnicaGco, May 12.—For some time trouble 
has been brewing in St. James’s, the most aristo- 
cratic Episcopal parish in the city. It is ex- 
pectea that the crisis will come upon the return 
of Dr. Vibbert from Colorado, in about 10 days. 
When Dr. Vibbert came from Philadelphia to 
take charge of the parish he did so onlyon the 
condition that he should have a surpliced choir. 
That and the adoption of linen sacrificial vest- 
ments were regarded by several Low Church 
families as tending toward Roman Catholicism. 
Retore the Easter election the Low Church party 
began to talk of the feasibility of asking 
for Dr. Vibbert’s resignation, and now 
they are circulating a petition, which will 
be presented to the Rector on his return, pro- 
testing against the innovations and requesting 
him to step down and out.

MR. ROBERTS ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 

Avuausta, Ga., May 12.—William S. Rob- 
erts, President of the broken Bank of Augusta, 
for whom a requisition was made by Gov. Hill, 
of New-York, and is now pording in the courts, 
cut his throat with a razor fromear to ear this 
morning. While the wounds are ugly, the phy- 
sicians say they will not be fatal, as the jugular 
vein and carotid arteries are not severed. Recent 
complications have so affected Mr. Roberts’s mind 
astorender him partially insane. The Grand 
Jury now in session found true bills against him 
for perjury and embezzlement. As President of 
the Rank of Augusta he was required to furnish 
a bond for his appearance in the sum of $16,000. 
These true bills, with other troubles, led to the 
rash attempt to take his life. Itis also reported 
that the Grand Jury has founda true bill against 
E. H. Walton, Cashier of the Bank of Augusta, 
for perjury. Bailis required in Mr. Walton’s 
casein the sum of $12,000. Before cutting his 
throat Mr. Roberts attempted to shoot himself, 
but was prevented by friends. His son took a 
pistol from him end left him lying down in his 
room over his office. A few minutes later, hear- 
ing him walking rapidly back and forth up 
stairs, the son went to the room and found his 
father with a razor in his’ hand and blood stream- 
ing from a wound in his neck. The son called 
for assistance, but before it arrived Mr. Roberts 
had made two gashes in his throat.

POLYGAMISTS RESISTING ARREST. 

Sart LAKE City, May 12.—A letter dated 
Sunday and just received from Oxford, Idaho, 
says: “The greatest excitement prevails at Bear 
Lake. On the 5th inst. warrants were placed in 
the hands of three Deputy Marshals for the ar- 
rest of eight polygamists at and around Paris.

Boston, May 12.—At the class sports, 
preliminary to the university sports next Satur- 
day, held in Cambridge this afternoon, Dean, °88, 
rode the two-mile bicycle race in the remarkable 
time of 6:3934, beating the best Harvard and in- 
tercollegiate records by neariy 10 seconds. In 
putting the shot Clark, ’86, made a throw of 37 
feet, which also surpassed the intercollegiate 
record in this event. The remarkable records 
made in these two events are very encouraging 
to the officers of the athletic association. who 
were somewhat surprised to find their men doing 
so well. Bradley, ’&6, jumped 20 feet 3% inches 
in the running broad jump, with only one week’s 
practice.

MME. RISTORI’S FAREWFELui. 
Mme. Ristori, who departs for Europs 
to-day. made her farewell appearance in thig 
country atthe Thalia Theatre lastevening. Shq 
came forth asthe heroine of Schiller’s “ Maria 
Stuart,” and Mr. Amberg’s company sustained 
the remaining réle3 in that somewhat long- 
drawn, but coherent, effective, and admirably 
written play... Mme. Ristori would havea 
done wisely, we think, had she_ re. 
cited her part in Italian, as she did 
a few years since. To the audience of foreign- 
ers that greeted her Italian would presumably 
have been as intelligible as English, and there 
would have been no such a drawback to com«< 
plete enjoyment of her performance as her im< 
perfect pronunciation ot +he vernacular created. 
Her representation, however, held the ear and 
the eye of the very numerous assemblage gath- 
ered to witness it, and the demonstrations 
of delight were neither few nor — frigid. 
Mme. Ristori’s portrayal of Mary Stuart hag 
so often been commented upon in this place'that 
it needs no extended reference at this late day. 
That it has grown rather deficient in charm and 
softness goes without saying; that it is still irra< 
diated by flashes of genuine power, and remark- 
able for soundness as a dramatic conception 
and for variety of detail and finish as a persona. 
tion is equally beyond dispute. We do not believe 
that its slighter impressiveness upon the specta< 
tor of the period is to be principally ascribed t 
the advanced age of the actress. Asa matter o 
fatt, Mme. Ristori’s method, refined and scholar« 
ly though it be, does not suffice nowadays te 
stir the feelings of the masses. The stage tmay 
just now be in a very bad way—and itis an odd 
thing that, according fto every chronicler 
that ‘has flourished for three centuries, 
the stage has been in a bad way whenever 
he chanced to put pen to parchment or 
to paper—but there never was a_ period 
at which the upholding of the mirror of Natura 
has had wider recognition than at pres- 
ent. The sacrifice of technical studies to a vio- 
lent but effective delineation of the emotions ig 
not, of course, to be advocated, and it is much 
to be regretted that thoughtfulness and polish 
should so often be subordinated to expres- 
sions of feeling effected through the me- 
dium of an actor’s personality, unmodified 
bv study or experience. On the other hand, 
there can be no question asto the relative in- 
fluence upon the most critical gathering of a 
careful and elaborate picture, and of a represen« 
tation uneven and unsatisfactory, but touched 
here and thére by the spark of genius. Thera 
are, as the reader is aware, two scenes of 
unusual impressiveness in “Maria Stu- 
art.” The first occurs in the third act, 
when the rival Queens meet in the 
park at Fotheringay, and the last makes up the 
fifth act of the drama. Both incidents are suffi- 
ciently potent tointerest the listener—the first 
through tne sympathy awakened by the caps 
tive sovereign’s humiliation, and the inspiriting 
effect of her defiance of her oppressor, and thé 
Jast through the compassion aroused by 
Mary’s leave-taking of earth. As of old, 
Mme. Ristori progressed Jast night through hoth 
episodes with faultless art; nothing has ever 
better repaid close attention than the sustained 
dignity of her bearing and delivery, her skillful 
gradation of effects—preceptible through the 
misplaced tonic accents and foreign cadences oi 
her English—and her complete self-absorp. 
tion the gloom and misery of th 
story.

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TOOLS OF THE GAS LOBBY 


FICKLE ASSEMBLYMEN OBEY ITS 
DICTATES. 

@HEY STRANGLE THE ONLY BILL REMAIN- 
ING TO GIVE NEW-YORKERS GAS AT 
REASONABLE PRICES. 

ALBANY, May 12.—Acting upon the the- 
éry that a half loaf is better than no bread 
Walter Howe scized upon the Coffey gas bill 
when it came up in the Assembly to-day, per- 
suaded the members to amend it so that gas 
shall be furnished to both New-York and Brook- 
lyn consumers at $1 50 per thousand, ana with 
rare good luck succeeded in squeezing it through 
the Assembly and sending it to the Senate. The 
move was so entirely unexpected that no or- 
ganized opposition was brought to bear against 
it at first. The lobby was enraged when it 
found what was done, and it bodily adjourned 
to meet in the Senate Chamber, where it at once 
organized a successful attempt to defeat even 
this morsel of comfort for gas consumers. 

The history of the Coffey bill and of to-day’s 
proceedings is as interesting as it is disgraceful. 

On the 28th of January Mr. Coffey introduced 
e bill making it ** unlawful for any corporation, 
person, or persons manufacturing gas to be used 
for illuminating purposes iu any city of this 
State of a population of over 400,000 to charge, 
demand, or receive for gas manufactured or 
disposed of a greater price than $2 per 1,000 
feet, or the same rate for any part thereof.” 
The Committee on Trades and Manufact- 
ures gave the thing some _ consideration 


and then reported it for the consideration 
of the House. ‘The bill was generally spoken of 
asa “strike,”’ and there was a certain amount 
of apathy in pressing it toa passage that only con- 
frmed this impression. Evidently the gas com- 
yanies were either. ignorant of the existence of 
s12ch a measureor they considered it of so little 
consequence that they would not hunt up its 
friends, (certain Brooklyn parties,) to see what 
it meant. Nobody doubts that the bill would 
lave remained at the bottom of the calendar 
had the companies manifested the slightest in- 
terest in its fate. 

However, the bill was duly reached by the 
House last week, and it failed to pass. Mr. 
Coffey made the usual parliamentary motion 
that enables another vote to be taken on a bill 
that is lost on its passage. and it was carried. At 
tbat time Mr. Howe protested against its pas- 
sage, because it applied to New-York as well as 
Brooklyn, for he preferred to support the Cul- 
jen bill as amended by the gas consumers, 
which was then being pushed tbrough the 
Senate. The amended Cullen Dill passed the 
Senate last night. This morning, in order 
to hasten its consideration when it reached 
the Assembly, he sought to remove the pile 
of parliamentary obstacles in 1ts course by mov- 
ing to discharge the Trade and Manufactures 
Committee from further consideration of the 
Roesch Gas bill. Mr, Roesch’s bill was identical 
with the Cullen bil! when the latter was original- 
ly introduced in the Senate. A two-thirds vote 
was necessary. and his motion was lost by 60 to 
46. Convinced by this that the lobby had laid 
its plans to defeat the Cullen bill in the Assem- 
biy, he grasped at the Coffey bill when, two 
hours later, its author announceé that he pro- 
posed to try a second time to secure its pas- 
sage. Mr. Howe moved to amend so that 
the price should be $150 instead of the $2 
provided in the Coffey bill, and that its 
Janguage be allowed to remain unchanged, 
jor Mr. Coffey, true to his promise 
of last week, was in the act of amending so that 
his bill shouid be applicable solely to Brooklyn. 
In offering his amendment Mr. Coffey deniea 
that he had introduced his bill as a strike. It 
was intended, be declared, to affect only one 
company in South Brooklyn, which charged 
$2 50 per 1,000 feet, while the sum of $2 is 
charged by all the other companies of Brooklyn. 
Although Mr. Raines attempted to arouse the 
members whom he ied against the Gas billa 
fortnight ago, he did not succeed. Mr. Howe's 
motions were carried, and the bill was now on 
its tinal passage. The whole operation was poer- 
formed in a very few minutes, and some of the 
members hardly knew what was going on. 

Whether the members who defeated the Con- 
sumers’ bi]! ]0 days ago hud undergone a change 
of heart, due to the adverse criticisms bestowed 
upon their course, or whether there had been 
something about the financial settiements which 
was unsatisfactory to some of those who had 
bazarded their reputations in voting against 
that bill, nobody appeared to know. The lobby 
evidentiy was taken unawares. It certainly was 
unable to rally enough votesto defeat the bill. 
The roll was called, and some suggestive speeches 
were made by afew ofthe members. Mr. Oliver 
exclaimed, “There is no tenth section in this 
bill; there can be no constitutional objections 
offered to it; there is nothing on which even an 
objection in behalf of the widow and the orphan 
can be founded. Of course, all those members 
who made objections to the other bill.on these 
grounds can vote for this bill.” But the consti- 
tutional lawyers and objectors had already seen 
the ground meit away from under their feet, 
and some of them immediately took to their 
heels and fied from the chamber. Brooklyn 
members especially were eariy in taking their 
departure. Somebody exclaimed, “Get ’em all 
on record on this six-line bill, Howe,” but the 
gentlemen who didn’t care to face the music, 
probably feeling that they had a duty to per- 
torm tor somebody other than their constituents 
and themselves, had disappeared before their 
names were reached. There was a fidgety feel- 
ing among quite a number who remained, for 
their arrangements had been meade to oppose gas 
for the rest of the session. 

The four members who spoke against the bili 
were Gen. Heath and Deacon Taylor, of Brook- 
lyn: Mr. Shea, of New-York, and Mr. Hooley, of 
Troy. Gen. Heath said: ** Why, Brooklyn peo- 

le don’t want such a bill as this. They 
Coo made no demand for a reductton to $1 50 
per 1,000 feet. It costs the companies more than 
that to make the gas.” 

Mr. Hendricks, of Syracuse, said to Gen. Heath: 
“Gas can be made at 45 cents per 1,000 feet, 
and this bill will allow a handsome profit.” 

Mr. Hubbell said he was surprised at Gen. 
Heath’s opposition no less than at his remark- 
abie statement, for he himself knew that gas 
was manufactured in one of the cities of the 
State for a trifie over 40 cents. ; 

Said the Rev. Mr. Olin: ** My conviction is that 
this bill isin the interest of the people, and of 
good, fair government. The gas companies can 
<1" make a handsome profit if they furnish gas 
at $1 50.” 

“One of our Brooklyn companies—the Metro- 
Sas have to go out of business if this 

ill becomes a law,” said Deacon Taylor. 

“This bill,” said Walter Howe, ** will test the 
question whether the members are willing that 
the poor consumers of our great cities shall have 
cheap gas. It is not the best bill that could be 
drav&, but it is a step in the right direction.” 

Mr. Shea was smarting under the imputation 
cast upon him by the gas consumers at last 
week's meeting that he was unworthy of further 
respect because he voted against the other bill. 
On account of this criticism he declared he 
should vote against this bill. 

Mr. Hooley, the labor reformer, who has al- 
ways professed to be the poor man’s friend, 
criticised the bill by pounding bis desk vigor- 
ously. 

By versistently demanding the absentees Mr. 
Howe managed to get enough votes, and the bill 
passed by the following vote—Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in itaiics:

As soon as the bill passed Mr. Howe took it 
to the Senate, where it was duly announced and 
referred to the special Gas Committee, of which 
Senator Thomas is Chairman. ’ 

The triumph of the friends of the bill was 
short lived. The lobby got to work at the noon 
recess, reorganized its shattered forces, and 
when the Assembly met agaiu at 4 o’clock it had 
mapped out a plan to bring the unfortunate 
measure back to be killed. At that bour Mr. 
McClelland, of Westchester, moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill had passed in 
the morning. This was carried, the Macedonian 
phalanx coming swiftly to its support. It was 
carried by a yea and nay vote of 59to 50. Every 
one of the affirmative votes was, of course, cast 
by men who were opposed to the cheap gas. 

Mr. Roesch, of New-York, had voted to pass 
the bill in the morning; now he voted to recon- 
sider. So likewise did Gen. Johnson of West- 
chester, Mr. Garbutt of Monroe, and Mr. Mc- 
Ewen of Allegany. Nine men who had either 
dodged in the morning or who were absent for 
one reason or another also voted for this 
motion.

The excuse urged for their course 
was that the prestige of the Gas Consumers’ As- 
sociation would be destroyed if a bill passed to 
which they were not fully committed and in 
whose preparation they had no hand. The 
truth is—and it has been apparent for some 
time—the gas consumers ought to withdraw 
from Albany their special representatives, for 
they have hindered rather than helped this 
_—> projects for the relief of the people at 
arge. 

Mr. McClelland, when asked why he took such 
a pronounced interest in matters outside his 
own limited bailiwick, said that he desired to 
amend the bill, otherwise certain gas companies 
in Westchester County would be deprived of the 
right which they now exe:vise of furnishing gas 
in the aunexed district. " 

The Cantor bill altowing farmers to keep 
their market warons around Washington Market 
until 8 o’clock every morning passed the Assem- 
bly after a spirited figut made by McGolarick in 
behalf of the Gansevoort Market. Mr. Cantorand 
Mr. Church appealed to the farmers of tne 
House to give the Long Islanders and Jerseymen 
the same privileges around Washington Market 
as their brethren have around the Gansevoort 
Market. The chief objection urged tothe bill 
Was thatthe narrow streets around the down- 
town market ought not to be blockaded by the 
wagons of farmers or of anybody else. Senator 
Gibbs says that the bill will be duly strangled 
when it reaches the Senate. 

The constitutional amendment separating 
municipal from State and national elections 
failed to be considered by the Assembly to-day, 
althouch it was a special order. The rules were 
enforced and it went by the board in a way that 
would have distressed the various clubs otf New- 
York that were so coufident this Legislature 
would pass it. This Legisiature will be guilty of 
doing no such commendable act. 

Conference committees were appointed by the 
two houses to consider the Forestry Commission 
bill. They agreed to strike out certain towns in 
Delaware County to which its previsions ap- 
plied, and this unimportant amendment being 
approved by both Senate and Assembly the bill 
was sent to the Governor. 

The Capita! Appropriation bill has also been 
sent to conference committees composed of Sen- 
ators Lansing, Arkell, and Thacher and Assem- 
biymen Husted, Barager, C. D. Baker, Shea, and 
McCann. The only point on which there is 
likely to be a difference is in the amount of the 
appropriation. In all probability the appro- 
priation will be increased either to $750,000 or 
$1,000,000 before the bill reaches the Governor. 

Another attempt was made at the evening ses- 
sion to get the Brooklyn Bridge bill out of the 
Cities Committee. Gen. Barnum made the mo- 
tion to gointo the order of reports, but it was 
lost by 55 to 46, a two-thirds vote being neces- 
sary. The fifth section, relating to. the Brooklyn 
extension, has been stricken out by the commit- 
tee, and notwithstanding the bill is left 1n a con- 
dition acceptable to the Brooklyu people these 
Brooklyn members voted against the motion: 
Messrs. Coffey, Connelly, Earl, Farrell, Haggerty, 
Lindsay, and McCann. 

A Catholic combination exists in the House, 
whose purpose is to object to every attempt to 
report bills from committees, or to transact any 
other business than the passage of bilis. It is 
the intention of its members to retaliate on the 
House because the Freedom of Worship bill has 
not been allowed to come ‘up for discussion in 
Committee of the Whole. By holding the House 
to the third reading of bills itis hoped to reach 
this particular bill and compel the members to 
go on record either for or against it before the 
session closes. 

The Assembly adjourned at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning, and the most of the members, collect- 
ing in the parlors, engaged in singing. Smith, 
of Queens, placed a fiddle to his chin and sawed 
the catgut vigorously, while an orphan boy 
picked at the strings of a guitar. The members 
joined in the choruses at the top of their lungs. 
The period of producing pocket pistols and dis- 
charging them at empty stomachs is at band. 

A scheme is on foot to amend the Under- 
ground Telegraph Commission bill so as to 
winake Cornelius Van Cott, ex-Assemblyman 
Isaac Dayton, and Commissioner of Public 
Works Squire the commission to place the wires 
underground.

JOHNNY O’BRIEN’S SCHEME. 
HE WANTS AN INVESTIGATION OF THE CITY 
DEPARTMENTS. 

ALBANY, May 12.—Three familiar figures 
flitted through the Capitol corridors to-day, way- 
laying Senators and moving mysteriously in some 
matter which they were trying to keep secret. It 
was the first time since he recovered from 
pneumonia that the most conspicuous of 
the three—Mr. John J. O’Brien—had bur- 
dened the legisiators with his presence. 
His two associates, Mr. Rernard Biglin and 
Mr. Robert G. McCord, have wandered 
aimlessly about the building, more or less, all 
Winter. Their hearts have been bowed down, 
and they have been regarded as more harmless 
than otherwise. Finally Mr. O'Brien left them 
to kick their heels against the fluted columns, 


and went into the Senate smoking room 
where he sent for Senator after Senator and pri- 
vately conferred with them. Then he entered 
the Senate Chamber and lopped down 
beside Senators Gilbert, Esty, and such 
others as were unwilling to respond to his 
request to meet himin the smoking room. The 
object of the three New- York politicians became 
apperent Jater in the day when the Republican 
Senators, or nearly all of them, met in consulta- 
tion in the President's private room. They had 
been called together, ostensibly to decide a 
proposition of Senator Daggett’s that the ses- 
sion be extended another week. This was quict- 
ly settled in the negative, almost everybody 
being desirous of getting away from Albany as 
s00n as possible. 

Then Senator Gibbs unfolded a proposition to 
have the New-York city departments investi- 
gated by a special committee of five this Sum- 
mer. This. then, was the scheme of the firm of 
O’Brien, Biglinand McCord. At once some of the 
country Senators expressed their disapproba- 
tion. 

Senator Robinson said that he could see no 
benefit that would come to the party by a com- 
mittee poking into matters in which they were 
not seriously interested. 

Senator Fassett remembered that other Sena- 
torial committees had pursued similar investiga- 
tions up toacertain point and then suddenly 
ceased. 

Senator Lansing also recollected that he had 
been a member of two committees that had been 
sentto New-York and that had accomplished 
nothing, though it was no fault of hiss He em- 
phaticaliy deciared that he wanted no more. 

Senator Vedder smoked the African out by 
moving that the Judiciary Committee be em- 
powered to make the investigation. This 
brought aprompt protest from Senator Gibbs 
and Senator Coggeshall, botn of whom be- 
lieve that a special committee, of which 
they should be members, “though they did 
not openly urge this last point,’’ should under- 
take this roving commission. President Mce- 
Cartby also intimated that an investigation 
would be the proper thing. Chairman Ells- 
worth, of the Judiciary Committee, and Senator 
Thomas both tatly refused toserve on any com- 
mittee of investigation because they_ b=4 -«t¢ 
time to attend to its work, ~~ 

When Senztor Gibbs said that aimost all the 
Democrats in the Senate would vote for the in- 
vestigation, he was snapped up with the inquiry, 
“What isthe Republicau Party to derive from 
it if the Democrats are s0 anxious in the mat- 
ter?” 

Although only four Senators voted for the 
motion Senator Baker, who was in the chair, 
declared as carried the motion that it was the 
sense of the Senators that an 
should be ordered. 

Senator Gibbs is said to have in his pocket a 
resolution calling for the investigation, which 
he proposes to offer before the session closes. 
Jt will encounter opposition from his 
own party associates, none of whom 
teel bound by anything that was said or 
done at theconference. A certain Senator was 
asked by the schemers if 72 delegates would be 
of any service to himintne next State conven- 
tion, He saw the bait, gad although he would 
not refuse a place on the State ticket he 
declined to rise, and it is reported thatthe New- 
York fishermen then dropped the gilded fly in 
front of President McCarthy, who is very, 
very ambitious to be nominated Lieutenant- 
Governor. There are reasons for believing that 
some of the Senators who want to be 
re-elected, and who foresee trouble, believe they 
can extract enough potronage from the 
departments which they investigate to 
help them very materially in their plans 
for renomination and re-election. The general 
impresssion among the rural Senators is that the 
investigation would not be conducted in earn- 
est, and would in consequence create a scandal 
that would not fail to injure the party. 


WORK OF THE SENATE. 
THE SOLDIERS’ EXEMPTION BILL REFERRED 
BACK TO THE COMMITTEE, 

ALBANY, May 12.—The first incident 
in the session of the Senate to-day 
was the announcement of Mr. Earl's 
bill exempting soldiers and sailors from 
the civil service laws. Mr. Murphy asked that it 
be ordered to a third reading, but a storm of ob- 
jections arose. Mr. Ellsworth said that 
the bill should be referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee for examination. Mr. 
Gilbert held the same _ position, stating 
that there were these who desired a hearing on 
the bill. Mr. Murphy stated that the bill 
had been in the Legislature for three 
months, and every one knew what it 
was. A hearing was unnecessary. Messrs. 
Thomas and Robinson both believed 
that the Judiciary Committee should examine 
the bill, and Mr. Esty said that the bill, if 
considered, would cause so much dscus- 
sion as to delay other necessary _Dills. 
Mr. Gilbert, holding a large number of 
petitions against the bill in his hand, said it was 
claimed that the bill would defeat civil service 
laws. A motion to make the bill the special 
order for the afternoon was lost, and the bill 
was referred to the Judiciary Committee by the 
following vote: Yeas—Measrs. Arkell, Cog- 

eskall, Comstock, Daggett, Daly, Ellsworth, 

sty, Fassett, Gibbs, Gilbert, Low, Newbold, 
Otis, Robb, Robinson, Thacher, Titus, Vedder, 
and Thomas—total, 19.

Mr. Lansing’s amendments to the corporation 
tax law, providing that only corporate capital

the bill. Before the discussion was completed 
the Senate took a recess. After the recess the 
discussion was resumed, and Mr. Elisworth moved 
to strike out the section providing for the settle- 
ment of claims or judgments already established. 
The motion was lost—-yeas 11, nays l1j—and the 
bill was then passed—yeas 2], nays 7. 

In the Committee of the Whole the Broadway 
Arcade bill was considered and ordered to a 
third reading by a vote of 13 to 8 

The Senate passed Mr. Heath's bills fixing the 
salaries of the County Clerk and Register of 
Kings County at $10,000; also Mr. Van Allen's 
Sinking Fund bill. 

Mr. Jacots introduced a bill making annual 
appropriatiors forthe Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary of the Board of HKegents, the Deputy 
Superintendent ot Education, a messenger for 
the Clerk of the Court of Appeals, and the 
Fishery Commissioners, to meet the emergency 
caused by the Governor’s veto of the increase in 
the salaries of those officials and of one item of 
the tisheries appropriation. The bill was passed.

THE POLLUTED WATER SOURCE. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The attention 
which has been directed by THE TIMES to the 
neglected condition of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal at the source of Washineton’s water sup- 
ply on the Potomac has resulted in an examina- 
tion by the newspaper reporters aud by the 
Health Officer, and the latter has made a report 
that justifies all that has been said about the 
pollution of the water.. The report of the Post 
made this morning, denied one or two assertions 
made by Gen. H. V. Boynton, and then proceed- 
ed to admit much more than the general denial 
covered, The report of the Star to-night is a 


much more frank and straightforward one, and 
is made interesting and important from the iact 
that the reporter accompanied Dr. Townsend, 
the Health Officer, and knew the result 
of his observations. The sluice or waste 
Way emptying the waters of the canal 
with the drainage from the stables, henneries, 
hog pens, and privies, is described and con- 
demned, T. W. Simons, who has had charge of 
the works, makes a statement which must aston- 
ish people who do not know how lax the meth- 
ods of business may become in the District. He 
says that tbe waters of the canal are more or 
less poiluted by stables, and that owing to the 
defective condition of the weirtbey run in a 
small etream into the aqueduct, and that he 
some time ago obtained permission to close the 
detective weir and builda new one beiow the 
entrance of the aqueduct. From another source 
ii is ascertained that the nuisances along the 
canal and the draining of the polluted waters 
into the river above the dam have been allowed 
to go on for two or three years, and that there 
has been shameful exposure of the consumers of 
Potomac water to disease for all that time. That 
the matter is not regarded asa trivial one may 
be judged from the following editorial in to- 
night's Star: 

“ While the potatos of the Potomac water at Great 
Falls may not be of a dangerously ularming character 
it isrxdmitted by Capt. Stmons, who ts in charge of the 
water extension improvement, that there is # leak iu 
the weir of the canal; that the water of the canal is 


polluted by stables on its banks and that this polluted, 


water does find its way by a small stream when the 
canul overfiows and ‘%y percolation through the de- 
fective weir into the Potomac just above the aqueduct 
feeder. ‘This fact is sufficient to cause appre- 
hension and to urge immediate action to protect 
our water supply from further contamination. The 
terrible scourge now raging at Plymouth, Penn., has 
been shown to have arisen from poliution ot the 
streams which suppiied the reservoirs of that town 
with water, and the warning from that caizamity which 
the Stur has endeavored to impress on our authorities 
seems to have been entirely unheeded. The-‘act that 
the information of the danger to our water sup- 
ply was conveyed through a newspaper para- 
graph certainly looks as if our authorities 
had been derelict in. their duty, sud Capt. 
Simons’s admission that he got permission some 
time ago trom the Canal Company to close this leaky 
weir and has not attended to it, but thinks about doing 
it ‘in a month or two.’ shows the responsibility 
for its existence rests on him and not on the canal 
company. Further, in speaking of the pollution of the 
water from thestables at that point, he omits any ref- 
erence to the privies and hog pens that empty their 
foul, typhoid-breeding contents intothe canal almost 
directly opposite this waste weir. It is evident that 
this investigation hus not been entered upon a moment 
too soon.”

AN EDITOR'S STEAM GAUGE. 

The National Republican is devoting 
some of its space to’ occasional recommenda- 
tions of Capt. E. W. Gould for Supervising In- 
spector-General of Steam Vessels and to de- 
nunciations of the present Supervising Inspect- 
or-General. Attention has been directed in 
these dispatches to the fact that Mr. EB. W. Fox, 
the editor of the Republican, who tavors Capt. 
Gould’s appointment, desires a change because 
Gen. Dumont is personally hostile to a scheme 
for foisting upon steamboat Owners an expen- 
sive patent which has been disapproved by the 
Treasury Department.

THE POWER OF THE PRESS 


Sciatnghetenciie 
HOW IT ASSISTS IN PROMOTING 
CHRISTIAN WELFARE. 

AN INTERESTING PAPER ON THE INFLUENCE 
OF THE SECULAR PRESS ON CHRISTIAN 

LIFE. 


HArtrorp, Conn., May 12.—The Con- 
gress of Churches resumed its session here this 
morning. The morning was occupied by a dis- 
cussion on * The Function of Worship in Pro- 
moting the Growth of the Church.” Papers 
were read or addresses made by the Rev. Dr. N, 
J. Burton, of this city; Prof. Samuel Hopkins, 
ot Auburn, N. Y.; the Rev. Dr. G. D. Board- 
man, of Philadelphia; the Rev. Charles G. 
Grafton, of Boston; Bishop Coxe, of Western 
New-York; the Rev. Thomas K. Beecher, of El- 
mira; President Long, of Antioch College, and 
Prof. Pliny Earl Chase, of Haverford College, 
Pennsylvania. 

An immense assemblage attended to-night’s 
session. The topic of the evening was “The 
Attitude of the Secular Press in America To- 
ward Keligion.” The opening paper, by the 
Rev. Washington Gladden, of Columbus, Ohio, 
was a close, careful review of the attitude of the 
press generally, criticising it sharply at times. 
He provoked a laugh by saying in his opening 
sentence that the attitude or the averaze Amer- 
ican editor toward religionis one of calm superi- 
ority. ‘**He has nomore doubt of what should be 
said about the views of great divines than of 


what he should say about those of Mr. Schurz or 
Gov. St. John, and in short be has no more re- 
spect for ecclesiastical than political celebrities. 
Thirty years ago the secular press left religious 
matters to the religious press, but in_ the 
broader scope of modern journalism it has been 
seen that the doings of the ¥reat religious world 
are worthy of record. ‘Their enterprise has 
reached out to cabling Spurgeon’s sermons 
from London to America, and to telegraphing 
the entire revised New ‘'estament from New- 
York to Chicago. The proceedings of this con- 
gress are spread before hundreds of thousands 
through the secular press, and it will do a grand 
work in aid of the objects of the congress. The 
Rey. Julius H. Ward, a clergyman and’ journal- 
ist, of Boston, presented the next paper, which 
Was a calm, logical discussion of the influence of 
the secular press, whose wide circulation among 
all classes makes it of immense value inthe dis- 
semination of religious matters. Referring to 
the higher tone prevailing of late in the leading 
daily newspapers of the great cities, he said: 


The newspaper hus a distinct sphere of its own. and 
its limitations must be discussed before the attitude 
of the secular press in America toward religion can be 
rhe eg td set forth. Itisthe organ of public opinion. 

t can be a small or alarge organ; it can bea partisan 
sieet, or it can give a constructive statement of what 
makes for the national well-being. ‘his is where the 
newspaper press of the country is now in process of 4 
new development in political directions. ‘I'he best 
journals are the journaisthat interpret best the phases 
ot public opinion and aim to give expression to what 
is bost for thé country, and the moment that a particu- 
lar journal shakes of] the tyranny of partisanship and 
stands for that concrete yet imaginative entity which 
men call the Nation, it is like the man onthe mount- 
ain whose eye sweeps the field of vision, and into 
whose judgments men feel that elements enter which 
are quite beyond their own limited knowledge. ‘This 
journalism is the outgrowth of forces that make the 
journal isrger in its range of thought and in its treat- 
ment of subjects than the opinions of any one man 
who conducts It. ‘the representative newspaper 
stands to-day for collective public opinion asit looks 
upon interests as wholes. Particular opinions must 
be muintuined and partisanship entered more or less 
into all editorial work, but the great editor of 
to-day hears a voice louder and more impera- 
tive than his own. His paper stands toward 
the whole of America as the London ‘Times 
stands toward the English people. ‘The question that 
is behina every other ly the question how this or that 
measure or policy affects the hizher interests of the 
whole country. There is something unique in the way 
in which the best journalism in America has gradually 
come to the front as the expression of whut is best in 
public sentiment, and asthe expression of the many- 
sided elements that constitnte our social, industrial, 
intellectual, political, and religious life. I'he breadth 
of view that is entertained in the modern journal is not 
more remarkable for its inclusiveness than for its con- 
structive direction. ‘Iuke the questions of politics 
and the two or three journals that do the political 
thinking of the United States on the side of 
the interpretation of the life of the Na- 
tion are reconstructing, along the great lines of devel- 
opment, the institutions of tne country and the meth- 
ods by which they are made to change the life of the 
individual man; and what ts done in political directions 
is done for social and industrial and educational and 
religious directions. The moment our best journals 
tuke the position that isabove und beyood partisan- 
ship they enter upon the larger field where all the greut 
interests’ of society come into view, and this is the 
sphere where it is possible for the secular press to vive 
direction to religious affairs, If it is partisan in poli- 
tics it takes the partisan view of public questions, and 
the other side must be considered before the truth can 
be reached. If, on the other hand, the position is na- 
tional and constructive, then every question is dis- 
missed in the interests of the whole community. The 
broader position, for lack of # better word, may be 
cajled etnical. Lt is comprehensive; ic touches the re- 
lated interests of soctety; it satisfies the average labor- 
er, andis not unjust to the capitalist; it meets that 
sense of justice which isthe conscience of society; it 
keeps the balence of interests, which ts the first condi- 
tion of well-being ina democratic community. ‘Then 
one detects the aroma of ethical instincts in the polit- 
ical leaders of an influential journal, when society is 
regarded in the light of the increased humaniz- 
ing of life, when a keen eye is turned upon 
methods of public education, when the religious in- 
terests of the community are watched, as they affect 
the social progress of the people at large, when the 
success of the great newspaper includes ull the con- 
structive interests of society, and stunds on the side 
of the permanent ethical forces of the community, 
there is nothing so intiuential in a democratic society 
for the well-being of all the people. It is these conserv- 
ative and constructive forces to which one must look 
forthe permanence and the solidity of our national 
life, and notbing is more promising 1n this direction 
than the growing breadth and comprehensive spirit of 
our metropolitan press, 

Referring then to the object of this Congress, the 
unification of Christian work and methods, he spoke in 
favor of something akin to an established church, like 
that of England, asa cesirabie though impossible ob- 
ject for the Christian welfare ofthe country. There is 
nothing Iike it inthe United States: nothing at all thet 
is at once so comprehensive, so constructive, so help- 
ful, so uplifting. Our Christianity lacks the power to 
orgunize society and teach the Christian religion in its 
integrity. “ 1t would seem,” he snid, “asif this unifi- 
cation should be the supreme question in the church 
press, but it is actually the question which 
the denominational journals dGecline to = dis- 
cuss. The point with them is not so 
much to advance the religious interests of the com- 
munity in the development ofa many-sided Christian 
lifeusto act as the fuithful watchdogs of religious 
party, and maintain: the differencesthat keep Chris- 
tians from uniting in the works which bring hearts to- 

ether even thoughthe heads may seem wide apart. 
The church press to-day does much to provide a pure 
and wholesome Christian literature for the family, but 
it seems to be hardly conscious of the great movements 
in religious thought orof the spiritual necessities of 
the people at large. These journuls are wrapped up in 
religious partisanship. and fail to see the wood for the 
trees,” 

ln concluding he said: ‘‘It is to the secular press, to 
the large conception which it may take of what is best 
for Christian society in America, to its strong aftirma- 
tion of what all men concede to be the concrete reali- 
ties in religion, to its growing determination to treat 
Christianity as one of the great factors of human 
society, that people of all beliefs must look more and 
more for that substantial unity among American 
Christians which a broken Christianity constantly im- 

»erils.’’ 
‘ ‘The Rev. James M. Pullman, of Lynn, Mass.; Sena- 
tor Joseph ih. Hiawley, the Hey. James Freeman 
Clarke, of Boston; the Rev. Dr. Langdon, of Pennsy)- 
vania, and others also spoke of the secular press asa 
most potent factor in accomplishing the ends aimed at 
by the Congress, The session closes to-morrow 
morning with addresses on “lhe Historical Christ 
Considered asthe True Centre of Theology,” by the 
Rev. James Freeman Clarke. President Robinson, of 
Brown University, and President Porter, of Yale.

THE RACERS ON ROLLERS. 


SNOWDEN STILL IN THE ,LEAD AND RE- 
MARKABLE RECORDS BEING MADE, 

Snowden, who lead the roller skaters at 
Madison-Square Garden at 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning, is stillin the lead. On completing his 
four hundred and fiftieth mile at 7:42 last night, 
seven hours ahead of the record, he was present- 
ed with a check for $200 by a skate manufacturer. 
He has slept 2 hours in the last 48. Snowden was 
11 miles ahead of the second man at 9 o’clock 
last night, and was or the track to stay till mid- 
night, when he was to go off for two hours of 
sleep. Boyst slipped into second place early in 


the evening after: a desperate struggle with 
Maddox. The boy has slept 8 hcurs since the 
beginning of the race and looks fresh and well. 
Maddox has siept 3 hours in 48. In 42 hours he 
beat his old record 80 miles. 

Reynolds left the track beaten in the after- 
noon, witn 327 miles to his credit. He entered 
the race with shoes weiching, with skates, five 
—— each. His backer, H. W. Stevenson, of 

elena, Montana, said Reynolds gave up when 
he found he could not get first place. His equip- 
ment was behind the age,and he was handi- 
cupped by cowhide shoes. Mis feet are masses 
of blisters, and a fail he got on Monday shook 
him budly. 

Albert Boyst’s stomach laid him on his 
back for two and one-half hours, and 
he was not in the most comfortable con- 
dition last night, but he kept at work. 
O’Melia went to sleep yesterday morning and 
enjoyed rest so much that he refused to appear 
on the track for several hours. He laughed 
when asked if he had any intention of winning 
the race. “I think not,” he said, ** but I sup- 
pose I'll get a bit of the receipts.” He is the 
only man who was in the last race who has not 
beaten his score. In the previous race in 42 
— he made 354 miles, and in this only 294 
miles. 

Emery went off at 3 o’clock in the morning 
with a strained ankie. He broke his right leg a 
year ago, andthe strain of the race was too 
much for it.

Woopsrng, Ky., May 12.—Iptelligence 
has been received that another chapter has been 
added to the bloody record of the Beil County 
vendetta and three more persons sent into 
eternity by Andrew J. Johnson, the notorious 


outlaw. Sunday, as Josiah Hoskins, Jailer of 
Bell County, was returning from church,fac- 
companied by several of his children and 
Thomas Napicr, the whole party was fired 
upon by Johnson, who was lying in wait behind 
a building in, the town of Pineville. 
Hoskins, his little daughter 10 years 
old, and Napier were instantly killed. 
The weapon used was a_ large revolver, 
the first shot killing Napier and the second kill- 
ing both Hoskins and the child, who was standing 
behind her father in the wagon with her hands 
upon his shoulder. This assassination is the result 
ot adifticulty between Napier und Johnson on 
the day of the last Presidential election, when 
Napier was wounded in the eye by a shot 
from Johnson’s ever ready pistol As soon 
as Johnson had committed the deed 
he called to his aid two of his friends and they 
were entrenched im Johnson’s house at dark last 
night defying the authorities and threatening to 
kill the first person who undertook the arrest of 
the murderer.

THE BRUTALITY OF WHICH SHE 
ACCUSES SERGT. CROWLEY. 
YHE EXCITEMENT IN AND AROUND THE 
COURT ROOM—HOW THE COMPLAINANT 

TOLD OF THE WRONG DONE HER. 

The young factory girl, Maggie Morris, 
who charges Police Sergeant David H. Crowley 
with criminally assaulting her in an east side beer 
galoon, told her story toa jury in the General Ses- 
sions Court yesterday afternoon. She stated the 
plain facts ina low tone of voice that was ex- 
tremely exasperating tothe crowé of men and 
Women packed closely on the spectators’ 
benches; but she spoke without any embarrass- 
ment, whatever hesitation was shown be- 
Ing obviously for lack of words to ex- 
press ber thoughts. The crowd that waited 
pround ail day in the street and in the court 
building to get a look at her was larger, noisier, 
and quite as unmanageable as it was the day 
previous. The police managed by strategy to 
keep the girl outof the way. So many people 
surrounded the prison van with Crowley and 
Blint handcuffed inside of it that the driver had 
to get down from his seat and freely use his 
whip. Women struggled with men to get inside 
the doors of the court room. 

It took a long time to put a man in the seat of 
the twelfth juror. Josiah H. Baker, a cashier 
in a butcher’s shop, was settled in it finally and 
took the oath. Then Mr. Spencer wanted to 
excuse Benjamin F. Wood, the sixth juror ac- 
cepted. District Attorney Martine said that the 


reasons privately given were perfectly satisfac- 
tory to him, and Mr. Wood took his departure 
looking somewhat disappointed. Charles J. Op- 
penheimer, Jr.. a single man, in the cloak 
business in Canal-street, was put in his 
place. Col. Spencer asked Recorder Smyth 
te send all the witnesses out of the 
court reom. His request wasgranted. Several 
Women and little girls were led outsidetoa 
private office. They made no attempt to ccn- 
veal their disgust at the arrangement. Maggie 
Morris, who bad been sitting almost unobserved 
in the court room all morning, smiled at them as 
they passed through the door. Col. Spencer asked 
that Maggie besent out too. The District At- 
torney demurred a little, but the girl was told to 
Jeave the room. 

Assistant District Attorney Fitzgerald made 
Crowley wince when he told the jurors what the 
people’s lawyers expected to prove,and remarked 
that Crowley’s associates on the police force 
were as anxious as anybody to see just punish- 
ment administered toa man who had so disgraced 
their unitorm. Mr. Fitzgerald said that Maggie 
went to the ball for innocent recreation, and 
seemed anxious to avoid the company of young 
men. The floor manager had to remonstrate 
with her for dancing with iris. Crowley, 
though uw married man with children, forced his 
company upon her and then brutally assaulted 
her, threatening her life with a pistol if she 
offered resistance. 

Maggie Morris looked pale but perfectly com- 
posed when she was called as a witness. She 
said that she would be 17 years old on the 15th 
day of this month. She was formerly a box- 
maker, but last worked at putting up cigarettes. 
In response to inquiries she told the jurors 
about her going to the benefit ball in Standara 
Hall, East Broadway and Rutgers-street, on the 
night of April 25. She danced until about 2:30 
-o’clock Sunday morning, when a friend named 
Jack Burns presented Crowley to her. She was 
asked to dance with Crowley, and, taking 
his arm, walked across the floor of the ball- 
room. Reduced to monologue her story con- 
tinued thus: “I told Crowley that I did 
not want to dance, I would rather sit down. He 
asked me to drink something, but Itold him 
that I did not want to. He took my arm and 
Jed me toward the door, saying that we would 
go to arestaurant and get something to eat, 
with a bottle of wine. I told him I had been to 
supper and was not hungry. Crowley said that he 
‘Wasa policeman and did not want to be seen drink- 
ing in the upstairs barroem. The boss of the bar 
not Blint) came along just then and Crowley 
asked him to open the down stairsbar-room. He 
refused to do it, I suppose, because it 
was Sunday. I said I wasn’t going down 
stairs anyway. ‘Then the bartender, Blint, 
came by and Crowley asked him to open the down- 
stairs barroom. Blint said he would, and Crow- 
ley walked down the stairs, dragging me after 
him. Blint unlocked the door of the barroom 
and we all wentin. The gas was burning dimly. 
Crowley took me over to a chair near the bill- 
jard table and sat down close by me. Blint was 
going to turn up the gas, but Crowley told him 
to let italone. Isaid: ‘No,turnit up.’ Blint 
did as Crowley told him. Crowley asked me 
what I’d have to drink, and I said sarsaparilla. 
There were two drinks ordered, but don't 
know what Crowley said. Blint went to the 
up-stairs barroom to‘get the drinks, leaving the 
door open. Ithink he was gone about 10 min- 


tes. 

“ While he was away a young man came down 
the stairs and passed the open barroom door. 
He stopped and looked in. Crowley said that if 
that fellow came in here (swearing) he’d fix him. 
Blint came back with the drinks and put them 
onachair. While be was away Crowlev had 
made no improper advances to me. I tasted the 
sarsapariiia and noticed that there was spirits in 
it. I refused to drink it, and Crowley offered me 
some whisky out of his glass. Crowley said 
something to Blint which I did not hear, but the 
barkeeper at once went out and locked the 
door. I said to Crowley: *There,the door is 
locked.’ I tried to run toward it, but he held 
me back. He said: ‘If you don’t do just what I 
want you to I'l) fix you.’ I was frightened and 
said: ‘You had better let me go up stairs. I 
havea brother up there and he will attend to 
you.’ Crowley caught me by the shoulders and 
kissed me. ‘If you'll kiss me too,’ he said, ‘I'll 
let you go.’ I kissed him, but when I asked him 
to let me go he only laughed at me. Then he 
caught hold of me again and lifted me on the 
billiard table. There wasadogin the room. I 
said: ‘If you don't let me go I'll scream, and 
then my friends will come down and open the 
door.’ Crowley showed me his pistol and told 
me to keep quiet. I was trightened and did not 
halloo.” 

At this pointin ber story the girl looked tim- 
idly at the hundreds of bearded faces before her, 
and seemed doubtful howto proceed. After a 
few reassuring words from Recorder Smyth she 
— alittle red gossamer over her face, and, 

n substance, said that Crowley assaulted her. 
Then she got away from him and ran tothe 
floor. * He followed,” she said, ** and pulled me 
back again, and made me stand ina corner. I 
paid: ‘For God’s sake Jet me go up stairs.’ He 
would not do it. I asked him to rap for 
Biint to come and open the door. After a while 
- did rap and Blint came uown. Hesaid: *They 

ave been making a terrible fuss about her up 
stairs.’ I tried to run out of the room first, but 
Crowley went akead of me. I went into the 
Gressing roow and threw myself into the arms 
of my friend, Celia Joyce. About 20 friends of 
mine, young men and women, went with me to 
the Madison-street station house, where I made 
the charge. 1 went home with Jennie Howard. 
It was about 4 o’clock Sunday morning when we 
gotthere. I slept with her mother until after 6 
o'clock, when J went home, changed my clotnes, 
and went to church. After church I went to 
Essex Market Police Court and told my story to 
Justice Duffy.” 

After filling in berstory with numerous trifling 
aectails Maggie was handed over to Col, Spencer 
for cross-examination. He used her very gently. 
** Did you not tell the Police Justice,” he asked, 
“that you and Crowley went down stairs tothe 
barroom hand in hand?” 

**No, Sir,”” answered Maggie; “I said that he 
pulled me down stairs by the left hand.”’ 

“Was there anything to prevent you going 
up — while he was gone and the door was 
ppen

WORK OF THE NATIONAL SOCIETY—NEW 
OFFICERS ELECTED. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the 
National Temperance Society and Publication 
House occurred in the Broadway Tabernacle 
last evening. A long review of the work of the 
society during the past year was presented by 
J. N. Stearns, the Corresponding Secretary. The 
fact that the first century of the temperance re- 
form in this country had just been completed 
was alluded to, and the progress of the reform 
was spoken of as encouraging. The report says 
that in the sphere of temperance legislation and 
of political organization there has been a marked 
advance during the past year. ** More fully than 
ever before,” saye Mr. Stearns, “* the suppression 
of the liquor traffic has come to be recognized ‘as 
one of the foremost issues in local, State, and 
national politics.” The receipts of the society 
during the 20 years of its existence have been 
more than $1,000,000, every dollar of which, it is 
stated, has been expended in creating and circu- 
lating temperance literature and in carrying on 
missionary work. The report reviews at length 
the efforts of the society to secure temperance 
legislation in Congressand in the Legislatures 
of different States. The Treasurer reported the 
entire receipts of the year to be $60,218 14, and 
the total e: pomecs $60,289 77. 

The Rey. T. L. Cuyler was elected President, 
and more than 100 Vice-Presidents were chosen, 
including John B. Gough, Neal Dow, ex-Gov. 
Jobn D. Long, of Massachusetts; John P. 8t. 
John, the Rey. Dr. Juhn Hall, of this city, and 
the Rev. Joseph Cook. J. N. Stearns was re- 
elected Secretary, and William D. Porter Treas- 
urer. Severai resolutions were adopted, one of 
which urges all temperance organizations in the 
United States and in other lands to unite in the 
month of September in celebrating the com- 

jetion of the first century of temperance re- 

‘orm, as inaugrated by Dr. Benjamin Rush, of 

Philadelphia. Another resolution declares that 
the society is strictly non-partisan in its rela- 
tions to political parties. 

Addresses were made by the Rev. Dr. Cuyler, 
the Rey. Daniel Dorchester, of Natick, Mass., and 
the Rey. C. H. Mead, of Horneillsville. Ira D 
Sankey led the singing.

Willis, Cornelius Easthope, Oscar Ricklefsen, of 
Baltimore; O. M. Tinkham, Secretary of the Ver- 
mont Dairymen's Association, and Park & Til- 
ford. On the right of Auctioneer Kellogg wasa 
large silver cup, gold lined, which will be pre- 
seated to the breeder who shall obtain the best 
average price for any five head of cattle. 

The prices obtained yesterday varied for $5, 
paid for a bu)l calf, to $325, which J. S. Ripley 
bid for Satin Bird ITI.,a heifer by Baron SBt. 
Lambert, out of Satin Bird, dropped July, 
1884. Little Bird, an imported cow, descended 
from Lemon, went for $200,to Park & Tilford, 
while D. F. Appleton took away Pedroletta, 
tracing back to Pedro and Eurotas, for $285. 
Mulberry IV., an old cow, sold for $160, Price- 
less for $190, Chloe C. for $160, Marizoda for 
$210, Patty of Merion for $210, and Masquerade 
II. for $180. Moulton Brothers bought Lady 
Tip IJ. for $270, Ondawa for $210, and May 
Lily for $300. The bull Orange St. Helier went 
onthe firstand only bid, for $30, and Lena D 
brought only $190. The 1l-year-old buli Eole, 
bred by T. A. Havemeyer, was disposed of for 
$110, and J. 8. Delano, of Mount Vernon, Ohio, 
closed the sale by taking a 5-month’s heifer, 
Satisfaction‘’s Bride, for $180.

IN FAVOR OF SUBSIDIES. 

A meeting will be held at the Maritime 
Exchange to-day to receive the report of a com- 
mittee appointed some time ago to consider 
measures for the relief of American shipping.

The payment of this subsidy, 
it is proposed, shall continue for 10 years, after 
which it shall be reduced at the rate of 10 per 
cent. a year, and thus gradually wiped out.

FORMED IN JERSEY CITY. 

Some of the most prominent owners and 
breeders of thoroughbred dogs met yesterday in 
Taylor's Hotel, Jersey City, to form an organi- 
zation for the purpose of improving the breed 
of canines. The Chairman, C. J. Peshall, stated 
that P. Lorillard woula probably be the Presi- 
dent of the association, which was named the 
New-Jersey Kennel and Field Trial Club. Let- 
ters of regret were read from K. E. Hopf, of tke 
Hospice Kennels; A. P. Vredenburgh, of the 
Mill Brook Kennels, and W. W. Tucker. Perey 
E. Obl, who practically represents the Rancocas 
Kernel, outlined the policy of the club, and his 
suggestions, formed principally on the basis of 
the rules of the New-England Kennel Club, 
were adopted. The membership, which is un- 
limited, is not confined to residents of New-Jer- 
sey, but is open to any resident of the United 
States, provided his dogs are kept in New-Jersey. 
The club will be governed py a committee of

MUTILATING LIBRARY BOOKS. 

The annual meeting of the Mercantile 
Library Association was held last night. Presi- 
dent A. H. Timson presided, and read the annual 
report. which stated that there were 207,123 
books in the library aud 5,261 persons entitled to 
use them. The receipts fur the last year were 
$27,305 and the expenditures $24.882. The report 


stated that the practice of surreptitiously mu- 
tilating books and periodicals by patrons of the 
library was constantly increasing. Foliowing is 
an extract from the report on that subject: 

* Whena changein our revenue laws was being agi- 
tated and people were studying and reading every- 
thing that pertained to poiitical science, the articles on 
political economy in our encyclopedias, as wel! as 
other books, were continually extracted. From po- 
litical economy the subject has changed to geography. 
When the troubles began in Africa the German peri- 
odicals, Globus and Gartenlaube, published in almost 
every issue 2 map of some portion of Africa. These 
periodicals were filed in the reading room, and in rT 
instance when there was a mupit wascutout. * * * J 
recent examination of the library’s copy of Keith John- 
ston's royal atlas of modern geography, generally uc- 
knowledged to be the best work of the kind published, 
disciosed the fact that the maps of the following coun- 
tries had disappeared: Persia and Afghanistan, Cen- 
tral Asia, Morocco, Algeria, Tunis, Egypt, Upper 
Nubia, and South America.” 

On the sabject of gas the report said that since 
the Equitable Company had been supplying the 
library its four last bills, as compared with the 
bills of the old Manhattan Company for the cor- 
responding periods of last year, show a decrease 
of more than 46 per cent. in the number of feet 
charged. The Fifth-avenue branch of the library 
is supplied by the Consolidated Gas Company, 
and the bills for this year show an increase over 
last year of 9 per cent. 


THE INDEPENDENT TICKET WINS. 

The result of the Stock Exchange elec- 
tion on Monday was announced to the brokers 
from the rostrum yesterday, and was received 
with cheers. The total number of votes cast for 
J. Edward Simmons, who wason both tickets, 
for President was 753.
